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Nixon under pressure, aides call time out 


by United Press International 


Richard Nixon's aides called time out when he 


seemed to be buckling under pressure in the David 
Frost interview, giving him time to collect his wits for 
his dramatic final monologue, a program aide disclosed 
Thursday. 


"The Nixon people said this was the toughest moment 


In Nixon's life and asked that the intense interrogation 
be stopped," said James Heston Jr., who helped Frost 
prepare for the taped interview televised Wednesday. 


"That's why there's a difference in texture," Reston 


said in Chapel Hill, N.C. 


NIXON'S MISTY EYED, close-out summation of the 


rigors of his Presidency, in which he admitted "I let 
the country down1' with "mistakes of the heart," stirred 
some sympathy — although not much — among old 
enemies. 


Former Senate Watergate panel chairman Sam Er- 


vin, former Watergate prosecutor James Neal, Wash- 
ington Post Editor Ben Rradlee and others offered 
some gentle comments on the former President's per- 
formance. 


That reaction was not widespread, however. Sen.Bar- 


ry Goldwater, R-Ariz., said Nixon is "as dead as he can 
be. Don't know any Republican in his right mind who 
would want him back, I have no sympathy for him at 
an." 


Reston's account would indicate Nixon got the 10-min- 


ute break in the taping when, close to tears, he com- 
pleted his wistful recollection of how he fired two top 
White House aides accused of Watergate coverup con- 
spiracy in 1973. His last words in that vignette were "I 
wasn't a good butcher." 


WHEN THE QUESTIONING resumed, Reston said, 


Frost stopped grilling the former President on Water- 
gate incidents and tape transcripts, and asked him 
whether he might admit ''wrongdoing" and "apologize" 
to the nation. 


That launched Nixon into a long, emotional monolog 


that ran almost uninterrupted to the end of the program 
and left both men looking exhausted. 


"I think that was the climax of the show," Reston 


said. He said Nixon's men asked for the respite be- 
cause, until that time, "point after point of factual evi- 
dence showed Nixon was not coming off well." 


Early viewer samplings by the Arbitron rating ser- 


vice suggested the show was a smash hit. Arbitron 
spokesman said the 90 minute program drew 42 per 
cent of viewing audiences in both New York City and 


Los Angeles, easily outdistancing all competing network 
and local offerings. 


Most early reaction among political figures and Wa- 


tergate prosecutors, however, ran heavily against Nix- 
on. 


"I'M NOT A PSYCHIATRIST but he gives shades of 


being a little out of his gourd," said former Rep. Wil- 
liam Hungate, D-Mo., a member of the House impeach- 
ment panel. "He's a consummate actor. He plays the 
Mark Antony role and twists things around . . . He 
comes off with $600,000 and a lol of sympathy, and most 
of the people who worked with him went to jail." 


Most of Nixon's former White House associates 


avoided comment. H. R. Haldeman, the former chief of 
staff now appealing his coverup conviction, said, "It's 
too complex to discuss in little bits and pieces. 


House Speaker Thomas O'Neill said, "it would have 


been better not to have been on television . . . I felt 
sorry for America " 


Ervin's initial reaction to the program, Wednesday 


night, was to say, "He's still covering up." But Thurs- 
day, the former senator was more generous. 


"I feel sorry for him," he said. "He's just like me. He 


outmarried himself. His wife is a wonderful person." 


IN SAN FRANCISCO, Charles Colson said Thursday 


that for the first time, President Nixon took his full 
share of the responsibility for Watergate. 


"It was a great deal more than he had ever said 


before" Colson, former special counsel and Nixon's so- 
called "hatchet man" said in a news conference. 


Colson said he "felt a great deal of compassion and 


pity" while watching the Nixon inteview. 


He said he hoped the people in the country who have 


been unable to forgive the former president "may find 
it in their hearts to do so now, not for Mr. Nixon, but 
for the country." 


Colson said he believed the interview "continued the 


healing process which I think had already begun." 


In the television interview, Colson said, Nixon seemed 


to be "groping for words more than I've ever seen him 
do before, and this was pathetic at times." 


COLSON SAID that by the »ime it was discovered how 


far the Watergate affair reached, "It was too late to do 
anything about it. 


"At first it looked like just a stupid political blunder," 


the one-lime presidential aide said. "In fact, I didn't 
believe until the next January that anyone in the White 
House was involved." 


Colson, who turned to religior after Watergate, was in 


San Francisco for religious rallies. 


World's view: Nixon a pitiful figure

Former President Richard Nix- 


on, who staked his claim to his- 
tory on his foreign policies, Thurs- 
day was called "pitiful" and "in- 
destructible like a Shakespearean 
ghost" by newspapers around the 
world. 


The comments came in reaction 


to news stories about Nixon's in- 
terview with Briton David Frost, 
televised in the United States 
Wednesday. 


The La Stampa newspaper in 


Turin, Italy, called the former 
president "indestructible like a 
Shakespearean ghost and well- 
paid like a Hollywood.star." 


"NIXON LOST HIS chance last 


night to reinstate himself in the 
good graces of the American 
people by a television miracle," 
wrote the Washington correspond- 
ent for London's Evening Stan- 
dard. 


"Pitiful 
Nixon still 
covering 


up," Londpn's Standard tabloid 
newspaper screamed in a full 
front page headline, referring to 
the Watergate scandal that forced 
him to resign in 1974. 


In Belgium, the Washington cor- 


respondent for the Libre Belgique 
newspaper said he could not de- 
cide whether the interview was 
"trial, soap opera or journalism 
in the best sense of the term. 


"It will be, in any case, a his- 


torically unique document," he 
said. 


Japan's Kyodo news agency 


said in a report from Washington 
that 
Nixon's 
denials 
of 
any 


wrongdoing in Watergate 
had 


failed to "ease the American 
people's deep indignation." 


The Soviet Union's government 


controlled news media had no 
comment on Nixon. 


Rome's II Messaggero, in a sto- 


ry by its New York correspond- 
ent, said the Nixon interview was 
"distasteful" and not worth the 
$250,000 the state-run Italian tele- 
vision network reportedly paid for 
the right to broadcast it. 


Frost gams insight into the man

I felt that it was 
seen as a catharsis for him and 
an emotional experience — more 
so than I'd have thought."

The employes at 
the 
Meadows 


Theatre are sorry X-rated movies 
won't be shown there anymore, even 
though they say they never watch the 
films. 


Their job is easier and more pleas- 


ant when the movies are X-rated. 


"The clientele is better when we 


show X-rated movies," said theater 
manager Ernie Johnson. "They dress 
better, they're more polite. We don't 
get the raincoat crowd here that they 
get in Chicago." 


THE MOSTLY MALE audience that 


filled about a third of the theater's 800 
seals Thursday night seemed to fit 
Johnson's description of "real aver- 
age, real nice people." They were all 
ages and were mostly clean-cut types 
who spent $2.50 to see the X-rated 
classic, "Behind the Green Door." 


It's the last X-rated film the theater 


at 3263 Kirchoff Rd. will show for "a 
long time," according to the theater's 
owner Jeffrey 
Kohlberg. But the 


group was just an average size week- 
night crowd. 


A projectionist who asked not to be 


Identified, was annoyed with residents 
who are trying to do away with 


X-rated entertainment and suggested 
they were motivated by snobbery. 


"Just because this is a suburb, does 


that mean that the people in Chicago 
are not as good as us?" He asked. 
People are people wherever you go." 


JOHNSON SAID the biggest com- 


plaint he gets from his patrons is that 
the movies are not "dirty enough." 
The projectionist said all of the mov- 
ies are cut versions and include "no 
close-up camera work." 


"They haven't shown a hard-core 


porno film here in about six months," 
he said. 


The audience is not only better 


dressed 
and 
better 
behaved 
for 


X-rated films, but larger, Johnson 
said. 


"We do better on a weeknight with 


an 'X' than we do on a weekend with 
a regular movie," he said. 


The projectionist agreed. He said 


the theater usually takes in twice as 
much money when an X-rated movie 
is on the bill. 


"When I first started working here 


two years ago they showed 
"The 


Shaggy Dog," a Disney film. I left at 
9:30 p.m. because they didn't have 
enough people for the second show." 


HE SAID HE never watches the 


films he shows and doesn't go to 
X-rated movies when he's not work- 
ing. 


"I don't care what goes on here," 


he said, "The only reason I want 
X-rated movies here is the money's 
better and that makes my job more 
secure." 


Kathy Curran, 21, of Rolling Mead- 


ows, has worked as a ticket taker at 
the theater since she was 15. She also 
said she does not watch the movies. 
She said she has seen one X-rated 
movie, "Flesh Gordon." 


She agreed that the X-rated crowd 


is a better class of customers. 


"When you have an R-rated movie 


you get a lot of creeps," she said. 
"There are more kids and just a lot of 
dirty icky peoeple." 


Starting today the Meadows Theater 


will feature "It's Alive," the story of 
a homicidal baby, and "Family Plot," 
a re-released Alfred Hitchcock film. 


Johnson, who calls himself a "mov- 


ie goer," said they're pretty 
good 


films, but he and the other employes 
say they would be better off sticking 
with X-rated fare.

4 Croatians 
found guilty 
in jet hijacking 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Four Croa- 


tian nationalists were found guilty 
Thursday night in the hijacking of a 
TWA jet last September. A New York 
City bomb squad officer was killed by 
a bomb left behind by the nationalist. 


Zvonko Busic, 28, the acknowledged 


ringleader, and his wife, Julienne, 27, 
were found guilty of air piracy result- 
ing in a death, air piracy and con- 
spiracy. 


The other defendants, Peter Matan- 


ic, 31,, and Frane Pesut, 25, were ac- 
quitted of the first charge but found 
guilty of air piracy and conspiracy. 


THE VERDICT was returned about 


10:20 p.m. in the third day of deliber- 
ations by a Brooklyn federal court 
jury. 


They were charged with hijacking a 


TWA jet bound from New York's La- 
Guardia Airport to Chicago's O'Hare 
Field with 86 passengers and a crew 
of seven aboard, to publicize demands 
for Croatian independence from Yu- 
goslavia. 


They left behind a bomb that killed 


Police Officer Brian Murray, who was 
trying to defuse it. 


During the trial Busic claimed sole 


responsibility for the hijacking. 


The jet was hijacked over Buffalo, 


N.Y., and ended up in Paris.

PINCHAM THURSDAY called 84 


prospective jurors to his courtroom 
and asked how many had heard about 
the Columbo-DeLuca case. Seventy 
one said they had. 


Pincham excluded 30 prospective 


jurors, who told him they could 'not 
guarantee the defendants a fair trial. 
Pincham then began questioning the 
remaining prospective 
jurors who 


said they had prior knowledge of the 
case. 


Pincham asked each prospective ju- 


ror how much each had heard, viewed 
or read about the Columbo-DeLuca 
case. Pincham also asked whether 
being sequestered while the trial was 
in 
session 
would prejudice 
them 


against Miss Columbo and DeLuca. 


After Pincham finishes his inter- 


views, attorneys will have an opportu- 
nity to queston all 54 prospetcive ju- 
rors. 


Pincham's questioning will resume 


at 10 aim. today in the Cook County 
Criminal Courts Building, Chicago.

Illinois briefs 


'Moped' law OKd 
by Senate panel 


"Moped?" or motorized bicycles would be legal in Illinois if a 


bill endorsed, 7-3, by the Senate Transportation Thursday becomes 
law. The bill (S1301) would requir» a driver's license to operate 
the vehicles and would set a maximum speed limit of 25 miles per 
hour. Engines could not have more than one cylinder. Paul Zim- 
merman, executive director o( the Motorized Bicycle Assn., said 
Illinois is the only state now prohibiting the use of mopeds, popu- 
lar in Europe and Bermuda. Zimmerman said moped sales would 
zoom in Illinois because of the higb cost of energy. He said 
mopeds eet about 150 miles per gallon. 


A spokesman for the Secretary of State's office, which would be 


In charge of licensing the vehicles, said he was worried about their 
safety on highways. However, Zimmerman said the low speed 
limit would be a sufficient safety guard. Mopeds could go only 
where bicycles are permitted. 


In other action, the committee defeated measures to ban the use 


of salt on roads, to legalize studded tires and to require all ve- 
hicles to stop at railroad crossings. Bills to lower penalties for 
speeding were sent to the full Senate after the sponsors agreed to 
tack on amendments to increase drag racing penalties.

brothers who were asleep Thursday in a burning house. Author- 
ities in Harrisburg said Kenneth Hughey, 22, turned on the stove to 
make some french fries and fell asleep in the dining room. Burn- 
ing grease touched off a fire. Flames ami smoke began to spread 
through the house where David Hughey, 18, was asleep upstairs. 


Fire Chief Looney Martin said the dog woke Kenneth. He was 


able to escape but smoke and flames kept him from going up- 
stairs. Kenneth's shouts from outside finally roused David, who 
jumped from the top of a porch into an evergreen tree and es- 
caped without injury. Both Kenneth Hughey and Martin said the 
dog saved the brothers' lives.

RTA gas tax urged 
by city members

favor a gas tax while Baldino is one of the suburbanites opposing 
the tax. 


The two are expected to meet next week, and have a recommen- 


dation for the full board by the regular .Tune Meeting. Earlier this 
year, the board defeated a gas tax proposal. 


City murders drop by 4 in 1976 


The number of murders in Chicago dropped slightly in 1976, but 


homicides with handguns and by youths less1 than 21 almost 
doubled since 1975, Chicago Police Supt. James M. Rochford said 
Thursday. Annual homicide figures released by Rochford indicate 
814 murders were reported in the city last year, down four from 
1975. A total of 227 murders were by yoiu-hs less than 21 — 177 of 
them committed with handguns. ThP.t compares to 118 homicides 
by gun-toting youths in 1975. The report said 48 per cent of all 
murders in Chicago were committed with handguns.

Arlington Heights Festival '77 Com- 


mittee hopes to build a $60,000 band 
shell to provide free summer enter- 
tainment for up to 12,000 persons at a 
minimal cost to the park district. 


Experiences with similar facilities 


in neighboring communities indicate 
ths dream may be unrealistic. 


In Des Plaines, where the band 


shell at Lake Opeka is the most suc- 
cessful, up to 400 residents attend 
twice-weekly events. 


But the Des Plaines Park District 


budgets $7,300 a year to keep the band 
pavilion going and uses a full-time 
employe to schedule events. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Park Dis- 


trict officials have indicated they will 


maintain the proposed band shell only 
if the cost is minimal. 
.Festival committee members said 
they will raise the $60,000 this sum- 
mer. The Des Plaines Memorial Com- 
memorative 
Committee 
took two 


years to raise $48,000 for the Lake 
Park Pavilion. 


F e s t i v a l Committee Chairman 


Dwight Walton remains confident that 
maintenance costs will be negligent, 
that the band shell will be used often 
and that enough money can'be raised 
to build it this year. 


"I think this is something the people 


in Arlington Heights want," he said.

Township still planning 
to expand seniors busing 


Even though Elk Grove Village is 


about to enter the business of trans- 
portation for the elderly, Elk Grove 
Township officials say they will pro- 
ceed with plans to expand their more 
expensive senior citizens' bus system. 


The village's new budget contains 


$15.000 to subsidize taxi fares for the 
elderly. When the subsidies begin lat- 
er this summer, senior citizens will 
pay 50 cents of the $1.50 charge for a 
trip within the village. 


That works out to a public cost of $1 


per rider, well below the $2.12 per 
passenger that the township paid last 
year for Its bus service. 


FOR THE RIDER, the bus will be 


cheaper by 25 cents per trip but some- 
times less convenient because bus 
rides must be scheduled 24 hours in 
advance. 


Township officials say there is room 


for both types of transportation and 
are proceeding with plans to spend 
$15,000 to extend Wheeling Township's 
bus routes into Elk Grove Township. 
Except for special trips to shopping

centers, township buses now stop at 
township boundaries. 


"That cooperative township system 


and taxi subsidies in the individual 
communities are going to be well used 
and welcomed by the seniors," Nita 
Stamm, township office 
manager, 


said. 


Mrs. Stamm and auditor Bernard 


Lee say taxi service has no impact on 
ridership. 


THE BUS TRAVELS in almost all 


parts of Elk Grove Village and por- 
tions of Mount Prospect, Rolling 
Meadows, Arlington Heights and Des 
Plaines. 


Although few of its bus passengers 


come from Arlington Heights, which 
offers a subsidized taxi service for se- 
niors, many passengers are 
from 


Mount Prospect, which also offers 
taxi subsidies. 


Lee said 
Elk Grove Township 


worked with seniors in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage in an effort to convince village 
officials to provide a subsidized taxi 
service within village limits. . 


"Both are needed and we see an

buses cannot. 


"If the Elk Grove Village contract 


goes through, I'll have many calls 
from seniors who want to go from 
their home to the Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center or on last-minute trips 
in town and out," he said. 


Elisco said although the township 


bus also makes trips to the medical 
center, passengers must request rides 
24 hours in advance. 


ELISCO SAID his company ''in a 


way also offers a subsidy to seniors. 
Unless the taxi doubles up on passen- 
gers the $1.50 fare does not cover 
costs. The reason we offer the service 
is because of the exposure which 
benefits our company and com- 
pensates for the loss of money," he 
said. 


Elk Grove Village trustees are ex- 


pected to approve the 1977-78 budget, 
which will include the taxi subsidy in 
its federal revenue sharing portion of 
the budget, in June. 


Elisco said a contract could be 


signed immediately and his taxis 
would offer service to village seniors 
just as soon.

But Willroth said he isn't sure the 


village board will approve his propos- 
al, which he said he hopes to present 
May 16 so it will be effective by July. 


Willroth said his proposal probably 


will allow sprinkling Tuesdays and ei- 
ther Thursdays or Fridays, but not 
Saturdays as the current law allows. 


'Saturday Is too big of a usuage day. 


Everybody is home to sprinkle," Will- 
roth said. 


A new provision excluding garden 


watering from the sprinkling limita- 
tons also is favored by Willroth. 


ALTHOUGH A SPECIFIC lawn 


sprinkling ordinance is not required 
as part of the village's water con- 
servation plan, "such measures have 
scored well for us in the water alloca- 
tion hearings," Willroth said. 


Other new ordinances, however, are 


required because of the Lake Mich- 
igan water allocation. They include 
banning the village from flushing san- 
itary sewers with water from the "do- 


mestic" water system, requiring the 
installation of water-saving plumbing 
fixtures in all new construction or re- 
modeling, requiring the installation of 
water recycling systems at car wash- 
es and a requirement that industrial 
users 
submit water conservation 


plans by October. 


The village also will be required to 


submit within six months an emergen- 
cy water-use plan to show how it will 
adapt if its Lake Michigan allocation 
is cut back and to submit within 12 
months a report specifying proposals 
to reduce industrial water require- 
ments.

Soviet fishing ship

The Soviet trawler Taras Shevchenko. the first foreign vessel 


seized for violations of the 200-mile fishing limit law, Thursday 
sailed (torn Boston to join her sister ships off the New England 
coast. The Soviet government Thursday afternoon paid $240,000 in 
civil damages to gain her release. Some members of the crew 
were stondmg on the decks and waving as the rust-stained vessel 
was nurtserl out of her berth by tugboats at 5:52 p.m. 


The vessel had been detained at Boston Coast Guard Base for 


nearly four weeks while the Soviet fishing ships are operating off 
the New England coast. A U. S. Marshal delivered release orders 
to the slvp's master Alexander Gupalov, allowing him to lift .an- 
chor whenever it is convenient. 


King case 'nervous' man filed 


Former service station attendant Willie Green said Thursday he 


remembers a "nervous" man, later identified as James Earl Ray, 
using a pry telephone about the time Martin Luther King Jr. was 
killed nine years ago. Green, who worked in the station located 
seven blocks from the Lorraine Motel where King was shot by an 
assassin, said he saw a "nervous" fellow pass by the station short- 
ly before 6 p.m. on April 4, 1968. "I remember how nervous he 
was." Green told a reporter for the Press-Scimitar. "The most 
nervous'fellow I ever saw. He used the phone booth (one located 
near the station). 


An at'oriiey for Ray has said that Green will be interviewed by 


House Assassination committee members Monday when they come 
to Memphis to talk with other witnesses and look at police and 
court records. Ray was quoted by his attorney as saying he "hung 
around" the station because the af'endants were too busy to fix 
the tire for his white Mustang and he was there at the time of the 
King slaving. 


I Jan benzene: Nader researchers 


Benzene, already linked to leukemia among factory workers ex- 


posed ot !t. should be banned in pa'nt removers, rubber cement 
and other consumer household products, Ralph Nader's health re- 
searchers said Thursday. The problem is particularly acute be- 
cause the typical home uses of benzene-containing products take 
place it: enclosed aroas with poor ventilation, the Health Research 
Group said in a petition filed with the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission. 


The request came just six days after the Labor Department 


ordered a 90 per cent reduction in workplace exposure to benzene, 
a cbar. highly flammable liquid petroleum derivitive used in the 
production of rubber, chemicals and other products. At the time 
the Occupational Safety and Health Ad.-ninistration said a survey 
of exposed workers at two Ohio rubber plants revealed an in- 
cidence of leukemia five times higher than normal. 


Eight indicted for sex, gambling 


A federal grand jury in Detroit indicted eight organized crime 


figures ?nd a policemen Thursday on charges of luring wealthy 
businessmen to sex and gambling parties and extorting large sums 
of money from them. The parties, described as "orgies" by one 
source close to the investigation, featured prostitutes and fixed 
card ar.r1 dice games. They were held at undisclosed locations in 
Michigan and Ohio over a four-year period beginning in De- 
cember, 1B70, the indictments said. The victims would drop siz- 
eable amounts of money in the card and dice games and be forced 
through acts and threats of physical violence to pay off their 
markers. The alleged ringleader of the operation was Ronald 
Morelli, 38, of suburban Warren, a "rising star" in the Detroit 
Mafia who was indicted in March on gambling charges. 


Proxmire hits limousine costs 


Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., complained Thursday 148 gov- 


ernment chauffered limousines costin? taxpayers $3.3 million a 
year are clogging Washington streets. But the most famous of the 
fleet — the Lincoln Continental which carried John F. Kennedy in 
Dallas — has been retired. Proxmire is sponsoring a bill restric- 
ting government limousines to 28. President Carter has ordered a 
crackdown on limousine service to his staff. Proxmire pointed to 
the Pentagon as the worst limousine offender with 31 officials 
routinely driven to and from home and 34 others having the privi- 
lege when necessary. The Transportation Department was second 
and Proxmire's colleagues in Congress were third — including 
Democratic and Republican leaders.

A learning disabilities teacher at 


Berkley, Barthel this year asked for a 
class of 10 students with the most sev- 
ere learning problems in the school, 
hoping that in a small group with 
much attention they could catch up 
academically. 


HE WAS GIVEN 10 boys in grades 


two through five, and four already 
have graduated from his program and 
returned to regular classrooms. A 
fifth will graduate soon, but the other 
students will need more time, Barthel 
said. 


"The idea is to work yourself out of 


a job by helping these kids to cut it on 
then- own," he said. "It takes a com- 
bination of training, caring and loving 
children." 


Barthel established 
25 academic, 


emotional and social goals his stu- 
dents would have to meet to graduate 
from his class. During the morning he 
teaches them reading, spelling, lan- 
guage skills, math and handwriting. 
In the afternoon they return to their 
regular class. 


The expectations Barthel places on 


his students are high. Despite their 
learning problems, he expects them to 
be "the best selves they can be" and 
refuses to accept anything less. 


"If you just have sympathy, you're 


not going to help the children," he 
said. "You have to expect things of 
them and help them meet these ex- 
pectations."

Handicapped 
education likely 
to get U.S. aid

Neatly $500000 may be coming to 


Northwest suburban schools to edu- 
cate handicapped children who aie 
not getting adequate services. 


The Noithwest Suburban Special 


Education Organization, a cooperative 
of 10 area school districts, has learned 
it may be eligible for about $430 000 in 
federal funds to set up new piogiams 
for handicapped children 


The money would come fi om a new 


federal law, The Education for All 
Handicapped 
Children Act, which 


guarantees a free and appropriate 
education for all handicapped young- 
sters between the ages of 3 and 21 
The government has appropriated 
$200 million to fund the law this yeat 


EDWARD McDONALD, executive di- 


rector of NSSEO, said the money for 
which the cooperative can apply can 
be used only for programs that cui- 
rently aie not offered in the atea 


He said the law attempts to provide 


funds to educate children who are not 
receiving special education services 
because then disabilities have not 
been detected or children who are id- 
entified as handicapped but are not 
receiving the proper services 


In the Northwest suburbs the money 


would be spent on children in public 
schools who are not getting adequate 
special education because it appears 
there are no completely "unserved" 
chilriien in the area, McDonald said 


McDonald said some regional pio- 


grams that NSSEO might be able to 
develop if the money is granted in- 
clude 


• A diagnostic center to Identify 


better diagnosis of the problems of 
handicapped children and to piovide a 
better diagnosis of the pioblems of 
some childien currently m special 
education classes 


• Junior high school programs for 


children 
with behavioral disorders 


and learning disabilities These chil- 
dren now are served in resource 
rooms on a tutorial basis, but new 
programs would establish special 
classes in junior high schools 


• Additional physical and occupa- 


tional therapists at Kirk Center in 
Palatine to serve an increasing num- 
ber of multiply handicapped children 
attending the center 


McDonald said 
although N%EO 


must apply for the federal funds the 
money can be funneled to individula 
school districts to establish local pro- 
grams He said each member district 
in NSSEO Is determining what ser- 
\ices it needs and will submit propos- 
als to NSSEO before a June I govern- 
ment deadline 


SOME DISTRICT officials believe 


they need more intensive speech and 
hearing therapy services while others 
would like to improve their counseling 
programs for handicapped children, 
McDonald said 


One local program that might get 


some federal funds is a class for physi 
cally handicapped teen-agers to begin 
this fall at Palatine High School, 
McDonald said 


Imder the new federal law NSSEO 


also is required to provide services to 
parochial schools, McDonald said He

Correct election's flaws 


Ralph Clarbour has put to rest 


any question about the old adage 
"every vote counts" by winning 
election to the Arlington Heights 
Village Board by one vote. 


A special recount of the ballots 


cast in the April 5 village elec- 
tion shows Clarbour with 3,069 
votes. Kathryn Graham, who 
had been declared the unofficial 
winner election night, received 
3.068 votes. 


As it was confirming that 


adage, the recount was also rais- 
ing serious questions about the 
way the village election was con- 
ducted. 


Clarbour, 
who had 
trailed 


Mrs. Graham by 49 votes after 
the canvas of the vote, picked up 
the extra votes mostly because 
of errors by election judges. 


The recount showed that bal- 


lots where people had voted for 
too many trustees weren't dis- 
qualified by the election judges 


in some precincts, giving candi- 
dates extra votes. 


A more serious problem was 


that some election judges forgot 
to initial ballots as they handed 
them out, and these ballots, al- 
though properly filled out, had to 
b e 
disqualified 
during 
the 


recount. 


The outcome of the election 


hinged on these uninitialed bal- 
lots. It is disgraceful for a candi- 
date to lose an election not be- 
cause of the voters but because 
of errors by the election judges. 


There has been no hint of in- 


tentional wrongdoing. The er- 
rors resulted from poor training 
of judges. 


The problem could have been 


avoided by using the punch-card 
system Votomatic leased from 
Cook County or by holding a 
school for election judges. 


Both those alternatives were 


rejected, however, because of

The town- 
ships and village held joint elec- 
tions. 


The Votomatics weren't used 


because the township officials 
didn't want to share the esti- 
mated $18,000 cost to rent the 
system.

Carter's staff weren't tightwads 


(Third of a series) 


WASHINGTON — In his first tele- 


vised address to the American people 
after being inaugurated, President 
Carter stressed his commitment to 
eliminate "expensive and unnecessary 
luxuries" because "government offi- 
cials can't be sensitive to your prob- 
lems if we are living like royalty in 
Washington." 


In fact, Carter spent much of his 


first three months in office orches- 
trating a campaign of symbolic ges- 
tures designed to replace the image of 
the "imperial presidency" with a 
White House whose hallmarks are 
thrift, fiscal restraint and the com- 
mon touch. 


But the previously unpublicized fi- 


nancial records of the two-and-a-half 
month transition period immediately 
prior to Carter's inauguration are 
replete with evidence of frequently 
lavish spending of taxpayer money on 
the part of the President and his staff. 


FOR INSTANCE, when the Carter 


organization sponsored a day-long for- 
eign policy meeting at the Smithso- 
nian Institution on Jan. 12, only eight 
days before he was sworn into office, 
it contracted with one of Washington's 
most expensive caterers to provide 
food for the participants. 


That company, Ridgewell's Cater- 


ers, submitted bills totalling $3,800. 
But the General Services Adminis- 
tration (GSA), the federal agency in 
charge of disbursing a $2 million fund 
appropriated by Congress to pay for 
Carter transition expenses, refused to 
pay more than $1,700. 


GSA officials noted that the Carter 


staff could have engaged any of sev- 
eral Washington food service firms 
which provide catered meals at a far 
lower cost. To pay the remaining 
$2,100 of the Ridgewell's bill, the Car- 
ter staff used money it had obtained 
earlier from GSA for other purposes. 


THE PRESIDENT, who emphasized 


during a radio call-in program early 
in his term that he paid for his own 
family's food in the White House, used 
more than $2,000 in federal funds on 
another occasion to pay for a buffet 
dinner for members of his incoming 
cabinet and staff. 


That meal was served at the begin- 


ning of what undoubtedly was the 
single most extravagant event of the 
Carter transition: A two-and-a-half 
day meeting of key officials of the in- 
coming administration on Saint Sim- 
ons Island, a posh resort just off the 
Georgia coast. 


The meeting opened on the evening 


of Dec. 27 and ended two days later, 
on Dec. 29. Those who had been se- 
lected as members of the Carter cabi- 
net stayed in cottages and guest 
houses which cost $200 to $400 apiece 
for the brief stay. 


THE BILLS FROM three different 


hotels totalled 
more than $16,000, 


while another $10,000 was spent to 
charter a commercial airliner to fly 


Martha Angle 
and 
Robert Walters. 


In Washington 


the President-elect's guests to the re- 
sort. 


The meeting was ostensibly a work 


session, but one news account at the 
close of the conference concluded: 
''More than anything else, it was a 
social gathering on the grounds of the 
sprawling Musgrove Plantation and at 
The Cloister, a posh resort at nearby 
Sea Island." 


Not all transition spending was that 


lavish. The members of the Carter 
staff in charge of finances during that 
period note with pride that when some

Wholesale prices 
rise second month 


Wholesale prices surged 1.1 per cent for the second straight 


month in April, the government reported Thursday, setting an 
inflationary pace similar to the worst months of 1974. The in- 
crease, reflecting an annual inflation rate of 13.2 per cent, prom- 
ised hard times ahead for American consumers. Wholesale trends 
ultimately affect retail prices. Following increases of 9 per cent in 
February and 1.1 per cent in March, the April wholesale price 
surge showed 
administration economists may have 
under- 


estimated the nation's true inflation rate. Budget Director Bert 
Lance said the administration expected the inflation to continue at 
an accelerated pace for the next several months, and suggested 
the 1977 rate could exceed original forecasts of 6 per cent. "We'll 
have to wait awhile to see if it's a trend or when there will be any 
moderation," Lance said. "The problem of inflation isn't solved by 
flicking your finger and saying 'it's solved.' " The Wholesale Price 
Index was 194.3 in April, reflecting an annual increase of 7 2 pet- 
cent. This means that goods costing $100 in 1967, now cost $194.30 
— a nerr doubling of prices over the past decade, 


'Mr. Coffee' machines recalled 


The Consumer-Product Safety Commission Thursday announced 


the recall of 3.1 million "Mr. Coffee" machines because of elec- 
trical defects in some of them that could cause shock or fire 
hazards Tne agency said it had received more than 150 consumer 
complaints involving either fire, shock or sparking, apparently 
caused by randomly placed teflon-coated wires in the upper com- 
partment of the coffee maker that can come into contact with 
each other or with hot surfaces and f'ise when the melting point of 
the teflon is surpassed. The manufacturer, North American Sys- 
tems Ir.c., Bedford Heights, Ohio, which is conducting the recall 
voluntarily, said it was emphasizing that "only a relatively small 
number" of the total units being recalled may have the defect. 


Sale of small cars rises 


Americans apparently did not .need President Carter's proposed 


rebates on fuel-efficient small cars as an incentive to buy more 
imported cars in April. They went out and bought 206,241 of them 
— more than in any month in history. The foreign models, which 
may not even qualify for rebates on 1M78 models, accounted for 
one of every five cars sold last month. Domestic automakers 
recorded a 4 per cent jump for their second best April ever, 
figures released this' week showed. Combined sales of 1,028,210 
cars in April was a 13 per cent gain over last year. This marked 
the secrnd month in a row that sales topped 1 million cars and lent 
credence to industry optimism that 1973's record 11.4 million will 
come clew to being shattered.

Tlie Ford inquiry focuses on plastic instrument panels 
which weie reported to have shallow! in three cases, leaving 
sharp edges "which could lacerate and puncture vehicle occu- 
pants " More than 192.000 of the 1975-77 Ford Econoline and Club 
Wagons are involved in the study. Owner complaints spurred the 
Volkswagen investigation covering 370,200 vehicles equipped with 
similar throttle control systems. Transportation officials said 59 
owners reported broken throttle cabins and reduced control over 
the veh:cle's speed.

Allow tax hike without vote: unit 


School districts should be allowed to 


raise taxes without voter approval, a 
state commission studying school fi- 
nances has recommended. 


The Citizens Commission on School 


Finance said the Illinois General As- 
sembly should give local school dis- 
tricts the authority to raise their tax 
rates without a referendum when the 
legislature fails to fund fully the 
schoolaid formula or when the assess- 
ment of a district's property value 
drops. 


The 13-member commission was ap- 


pointed by the Illinois Board of Edu- 
cation in February 1976 to advise the 
board on ways to reform the method 
of funding public elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. 


THE COMMISSION, composed of 


representatives from business, labor, 
local school districts and the state 
board, issued its final report Wednes- 
day. 


The report also recommended: 
• School districts should be re- 


quired to evaluate regularly reading, 
writing, mathematics, citizenship and 
consumer skills programs to make 
sure students are attaining minimum 
standards set by the state. 


• Each student in Illinois should be 


guaranteed a minimum amount of 
money to provide for his educational 
needs/Some school districts in the 
state now spend four times more per 
pupil than other districts, the report 
said. 


• The state should stop using two 


formulas to calculate state aid pay- 
ments to local districts and move'to- 
ward the use of the resource equalizer 
formula, which is designed to provide 
more state aid to poorer districts than 
to wealthier areas. 


The commission's recommendation 


to give districts the power to increase 
taxes without voter approval would 
give schools more local money plus 
more state aid because the resource 
equalizer formula provides 
an in- 


crease in state aid when the local con- 
tribution is raised. 


The tax increase is intended to 


make up for losses in school revenue 
when the state does not provide all of 
the money it owes local districts w 
when a district loses income from a 
drop in its property value, an Illinois 
Office of Education spokesman said. 


State Schools Supt. Joseph Gronin 


said school boards should have the 
same right as other governing bodies 
to raise taxes without a nod from the

Like many others with a slim recollection of eighth grade Amer- 


ican History, I nevei associated tie ?6th Piesident with much 
more than Teddy bears, African safans and Mount Rushmore 


"Bully" James Whitmore's one n«jn show about Theodore 


Roosevelt now at the Blackstone Theater, is a painless way to 
refresh our memories It s a fascinating, well-written glimpse into 
the life of one of the Presidency s rroot colorful characters and 
while it may be one sided in its portrayal, I didn t mind a bit 


One man shows are tricky Eilee i Heckart, star of "Eleanor," 


once remarked that v hen she s boring an audience there's no one 
else to turn to Whitmore has avoided that problem with gusto 
Monday s opening night audience was treated to ear-shattering 
pistol shols, display of honest to-goodness wood chopping and a 
spirited conveisation with critic H L Mencken in an imaginary 
balcony seat 


BUT TKt attention grabbers aren'f really necessary Whitmore 


is a veteian of the one man shovs 'Will Rogers' U S A " and 
' Give 'em Hell Harry,' and it's obvious he knows how to maintain 
a high level of interest on his own Fiom his opening scene when 
he strides down the aisle, helps his companions up Sagsmore Hill 
and then hops on stage himself, Whiln ore is full of energy He 
may collapse backstage after the final round of applause, but for

The vice piesident's wife can 


rattle off a list of lelatives who 
paint or engage in a variety of 
crafts, including maciame and 
wood cuts She recalls that her fa- 
ther, a Picsbytenan minister, 
' always took us to museums " 


While attending Macalester Col- 


lege in St Paul Minn Mrs Mon- 
dale worked at the Minneapolis 
Institute of Ait cataloging prints 
and t e a c h i n g childien's art 
classes 


After graduation, she was work- 


ing at the Minneapolis Museum as 
an assistant in education when 
she met her husband-to-be, Futz, 
on a blind date arranged by her 
sister 


MONDALE RECALLS that they 


went to an art museum on their 
first date He jokes that Joan has 
been dragging him to art exhibits 
ever since 


After about three hours of sleep 


on election day, while the voters 
were deciding his political future, 


the Mondales toured an art exhib- 
it in Minneapolis 


And Joan Mondale has now 


turned the vice piesidential home 
into a showplace of contemporary 
art She borrowed 52 creations 
from Midwestern museums as the 
first phase of her plan to promote 
and encourage all the arts during 
her tenure as the nation's second 
lady 


Throughout 
the house, 
Mrs 


Mondale's own bowls, pots and 
ashtrays are on exhibit She rem- 
inds all who ask that art is no 
longer just looking at a painting 
in a museum and no longer elitist 


"IT IS THE total range of crea- 


tivity, the way of finding one's 
own private world For me, it has 
been the joy of making pottery 
For otheis it may be teaching mu- 
sic, painting or gardening," she 
said 


Mrs Mondale began taking pot- 


tery classes in 1975 Her first in- 
structor described her as "my 
most talented student" 


Shortly before the 1W6 Demo- 


cratic convention, the Mondales 
went to Plains, Ga, where Fritz 


was interviewed by Jimmy Carter 
as a piospective running mate 
Mrs Mondale took Rosalynn Cai- 
ter one of her pots It now is on 
display on the Carter mantel in 
Plains 


"I miss it," Mrs Mondale said 


plaintively Then she laughed and 
speculated that maybe it was the 
"magic pot" that "got us the 
nomination " 


WHEN FRITZ was selected as 


Carter's running mate, Mrs Mon- 
dale gave up hei pottery classes 
to hit the campaign trail 


"Jimmy Carter mteimpted my 


pottery, but I didn't mind a bit," 
she said 


As soon as the election was 


w o n , Mis 
Mondale resumed 


classes and found the time off for 
politicking "didn't make a bit of 
difference " 


Now she takes classes every 


Tuesday morning at the Annan- 
dale, Va , home of Vally Possony, 
an Austrian, who is a tough teach- 
er. While her first instructor may 
have raved about her pottery tal- 
ents, Mrs. Mondale says "you're 


not going to get my second teach- 
ei to do that " 


Recently she gave me a four- 


pound piece of clay and said 
'Make something' Do you know 
how big a four-pound piece of clay 
is9 I usually work with t h r e e -

SLIGHTLY INTIMIDATED but

Her classes run from 9 a m to

she has

thioughout hei husband's 12 years 
in Congress 


Although she always goes to the

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Carlo Giulini worthy 
interpreter of Mahler 


Of all the world's leading orchestral 


conductors Carlo Maria Giulini prob- 
ably spends less time before the mi- 
crophones than any other, for two rea- 
sons: He is not presently the per- 
manent music director of an orches- 
tra nor does he intend to accept such 
a post, and he isn't on an ego trip that 
compels many maestros to run to the 
studio at the slightest inducement. 


Giulini has found an ideal musical 


honeymoon in Chicago, one that has 
lasted more than 20 years. For many 
years he was the Chicago Symphony's 
principal guest conductor. Now, al- 
though he has relinquished that title, 
he is still the guest with the heaviest 
work schedule here. And the working 
relationship he has with his players is 
unique: No one, not even Sir Georg 
Solti, the CSO music director, has the 
wartnness of feeling, or love, if you 
will, of his players while he is on the 
podium as does Giulini. 


THAT IS WHY any Chicago-Giulini 


recording is worthy of attention, and 
this spring we have been blessed with 
two: the Mahler Symphony No. 9 in D 
(Deutsche Grammophon 2707 097, two 
discs) and the Mussorgsky "Picture 
at an Exhibition" and 
Zprokofieff 


"Classical Symphony," combined on 
DG 2530 783. 


Giulini, as an Italian, shouldn't be a 


good interpreter of Mahler, the story 
goes. A central European background. 
like Solti's, is essential. The distaste 
by Arturo Toscanini for this composer 
is well-known. 


But what does it matter that a con- 


ductor sheds a different light on a 
work like the Mahler ninth sym- 
phony? That is one of the conductor's 
jobs ... to interpret. If he were mere- 
ly to beat the time and control the 
dynamics, the orchestras of today 
could play without a conductor. 


C.IULINI'S interpretation is differnt, 


but that makes it all the more enjoy- 
able to this listener. I challenge any- 
one to listen to the closing Adagio 
movement, the climax to what the 
late conductor Bruno Walter called 
Gustav Mahler's greatest work, and 
not feel moved. 


The ninth symphony forms half of 


the composers valedictory, along with 
the symphonic song cycle "Das Lied

von der Erde" (The Song of the 
Earth). The final movement of the 
ninth symphony has a parallel to 
"Der Abschied" (The Farewell), the 
final song of that work. This kind of 
music is right dn Giulini's realm and 
the Chicago Symphony's Mahler tradi- 
tion is realized fully in this recording. 


With the soon-to-be-released Claudio 


Abbado recording of the second sym- 
phony, also on Deutsche Grammo- 
phon, the CSO has now recorded all 
the Mahler symphonies: the 
fifth, 


sixth, seventh and eighth under Solti 
on London; the third and fourth under 
James Levine for RCA; the first and 
ninth, now, under Giulini. Fritz Rei- 
ner's 1950s version of the fourth is still 
available on RCA Gold Seal. 


A HAPPY coincidence occured with 


the appearance of the Giulini "Pic- 
tures at an Exhibition." Pianist Tedd 
Joselson has also recorded the work 
in its original form for RCA (Red Seal 
ARL 1-2158). 


The orchestral version of "Pic- 


tures" was made by the French com-, 
poser Maurice Ravel in 1922 under 
c o m m i s s i o n of conductor Serge 
Koussevitsky, nearly 50 years after 
the work was composed. This is the 
version we are used to hearing today 
and which Giulini has recorded with 
the CSO. 


To hear Joselson's piano versionand 


the Giulini orchestral recording side- 
by-side is revealing, not only to the 
genius of the composer but to the 
mastery of orchestral coloration of 
Ravel. 


MUSSORGSKY .wrote "Pictures" 


after being inspired by an art exhibi- 
tion of works by painter Victor A. 
Hartmann. 


I recommend buying the Joselson 


recording and learning it first, then 
going after the Chicago Symphony 
record and hearing the genius of Ra- 
vel combined with that of Mus- 
sorgsky. Guilini's performance is, Eke 
the Mahler, personal, but the ideas he 
conveys are convincing. The orches- 
tral playing is superb, as usual, from 
the CSO. 


The Prokofieff Classical Symphony 


comes across as merely "filler" on 
this album. Giuiini's tempos are too 
slow for my taste and the spirit isn't 
there, most unusual for this conductor 
and orchestra. If you want the record 
just for this symphony, I would rec- 
ommend the Leonard Bernstein (Co- 
lumbia MS-7159) which also includes a 
sparkling Bizet C-major symphony as 
a bonus.

In today's hand taken from the 1976 


Olympiad practically every pair reach- 
ed a spade or club slam. All slams 
made easily when a heart wasn't open- 
ed, all spade slams went down against 
a heart lead because the defenders did 
not see those four spades in the East 
hand. 


The heart lead also beat most of those 


in six clubs. Declarer would win the 
heart, lead dummy's king of clubs and 
a second club from dummy would pro- 
duce the queen from East. 


At this point most declarers played 


another club, started on spades, could 
only get one discard when West showed 
out on the second spade lead and paid 
off to that bad spade break. 


THE BORN LOSER 


When Sharyn Kokish of the Canadian 


ladies' team held the South cards she 
decided to try to guard against that bad 
spade break.

Inventors got 
big bang from 
jet engines 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1971 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Robert Gilchrist, 10, of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, for his question : 


WHEN WAS THE JET ENGINE IN- 


VENTED? 


^ Chinese scientist in about 1500 was 


one of the first to try rocket power. 
Named Wan Hu, the adventurer strapped 
himself into a chair equipped with kites 
for wings to which were attached 47 
huge cylinders filled with gunpowder. 
He anticipated pressure and thrust. 
There was a very large explosion in 
which everything vanished, including 
the pilot. 


For years the principle of jet propul- 


sion was known, but it wasn't until 1940 
that the first successful jet-propelled 
aircraft flight was made. It happened 
in Italy. A Caproni-Campini CC2, pow- 
ered with a jet engine built by Isotta 
Fraschini, flew for 10 minutes. A year 
later the CC2 flew from Milan to Rome 
at about 130 miles per hour 


A Gloster monoplane powered by a 


jet engine developed by Air Command- 
er Frank Whittle in England made a 
most successful flight in 1941 and in the 
same year Bell Aircraft of Buffalo, 
N.Y., was given an order for an Ameri- 
can version powered with two of the jet- 
powered Whittle engines. In October, 
1942, the Bell P-59A Airacomet made a 
successful maiden flight with Robert 
Stanley, former gliding and soaring 
champion, as test pilot. 


Then came World War II. The Ger- 


mans were successful with a jet-pro- 
pelled program that included the V-2 
unmanned rockets. 


Jet engines receive power from the 


air. The engine compresses the air and 
also heats it with both actions producing 
power. After air is taken in and com- 
pressed, it is ejected into a series of 
chambers where it is superheated by 
the introduction of burning fuel. 


The air within the jet engine expands 


and then rushes from the heating cham- 
ber on through the blades of the turbine 
wheel on the rear of the compressor 
shaft and out the rear vent of the jet en- 
gine in a powerful thrust of many thou- 
sands of pounds. This staggering thrust 
of air produces an opposite thrust on 
the engine and on the plane to which it 
is attached. 


It is this opposite thrust rather than 


the blast of air behind the plane that 
moves the engine and the plane for- 
ward in jet-propelled flight. Actually, 
air outside the jet aircraft hinders rather 
than helps in the operation. Air behind 
the jet slows its escape from the engine, 
and air ahead of the plane slows its 
progress through the air.

Falconry ib a sport that dates back to 


ancient times. Long-winged falcons and 
certain types of hawks were trained to 
swoop down from the sky and catch, 
small animals and other birds. 


Falconry was practiced by the an- 


cient Chinese, Persians and Egyptians. 
Its popularity spread to Asia and Eu- 
rope. Members of royalty and nobility 
especially enjoyed the sport during 
medieval days 


After the 17th century the use of fal- 


conry declined. It has never been too 
popular in the United States mainly be- 
cause many states prohibit the employ- 
ment of hawks to kill game. 


Hawks used in falconry are given 


rigorous training. They also learn to sit 
quietly on the falconer's wrist while 
wearing hoods over their heads.

U.S. lifestyle changed: report 


by JAMES M. IIILDRET1I 


WASHINGTON — Americans in the 


1970s changed their views on mar- 
riage, .divorce, childbearing and other 
social institutions to the point where 
their lifestyles are vastly 
different 


from earlier generations, a govern- 
ment report just released has in- 
dicated. 


The Census Bureau said marriage 


and childbearing are being delayed or 
avoided more than ever, divorce is on 
the upsurge and an increasing num- 
ber of women hold jobs or attend 
school. 


The report, based on studies con- 


ducted last year, showed the divorce 
rate made its largest leap ever be- 
tween 1970 and 1976. There were 75 
divorced persons for every 1,000 mar- 
ried persons in the United States last 
year. In 1970, the ratio was only 47 
per 1,000. 


THE BUREAU estimated 
about 


one-third of all married persons be- 
tween 25 and 35 "may eventually end 
their first marriage in divorce." 
About 40 per cent of those who di- 
vorce and remarry may have their 
second marriage end in divorce too, 
the study added. 


The Census Bureau said the proper-

tion of 20 to 24-year-old women who 
never marry increased from 28 per- 
cent in I960 to 36 per cent in 1970 to 43 
per cent in 1970. 


In the 25 to 29 age group, unmarried 


' women were 15 per cent of the total 
female population, up from 10.5 per 
cent in 1970, the study said

downward considerably in the 1970s. 


"THE INCREASE in childlessness 


. . .presumably reflects, in part, the 
changing attitudes of young wives to- 
ward early childbearing and the pur- 
suit of their own career goals." the 
study noted. 


According to the study, almost half 


(42 per cent) of all married women 20 
to 24 years old have no children com- 
pared with 36 per cent in 1970 and 24 
per cent in I960. In the 25 to 29 age 
bracket, 22 per cent of all married 
women are childless, an increase of 
nearly B per cent from 1970 


The report also said: 
• Nursery and elementary schools 


are losing enrollments fast, but col- 
lege enrollments jumped 34 per cent 
in first six years of the decade. 


• One-fourth of all college students 


last year were 25 yearor older. 


• College enrollment of women be- 


tween 25 and 34 was 971,000 last year, 
more than double the 1970 level. 


» Nearly 11 per cent of the nation's 


population of 216 million is 65 years 
okl or older and the median age of 


Americans has increased from 27.9 
years to 29 years during this decade. 


• There are about 5 million more 


females than males in the overall pop- 
ulation.

'Fire9 disaster film makes debut 


The master of disaster, Irwin Allen, was in Chi- 


cago recently. He's a pleasant fellow who does a lot 
of smiling and walks briskly. 


But, somehow, you just can't 
help yourself. 


There's that urge to hold your breath or search 
feverishly for some good luck charm while the two of 
you are in the same high-rise building. 


After all, this is the same man who has so skillful- 


ly induced disaster in films like "Voyage to the Bot- 
tom of the Sea," "The Poseidon Adventure," "The 
Towering Inferno," "Flood" and his latest made-for- 
television project "Fire!" 


IT'S THE MOST expensive two hours of television 


yet, Allen says, costing both NBC and himself as 
producer nearly $3 million to make. The biggest rag- 
ing film fire since tho burning of Atlanta in "Gone 
With the Wind" will bo seen Sunday at 8 p.m. on 
Channel S's "Big Event," 


The man who burned down a San Francisco sky- 


scraper to get just the right effects for "The Tower- 
ing Inferno," understandably insisted on burning 
80,000 acres of forest land to recreate a holocaust 
that terrorizes and nearly devastates a small lumber 
town. 


"It just so happens that the state of Oregon once a 


year conducts slash burnings. They set fires to cer- 
tain parts of the forest where there is decayed or 
scattered timber. They set a controlled fire to pre- 
vent an accidental fire," Irwin said. 


"It just so happens wo were planning this film and 


found out about it, and it gave us a perfect opportu- 
nity to work with a real forest fire," he said. 


FOURTEEN TRUCK LOADS of "magic" burning 


logs, a few specially constructed burning trees made 
at the Warner Bros, studios and a lot of sophisti- 
cated, heavy fire-fighting equipment were trans- 
ported to the filming site along with a star-studded 
cast that included Ernest Borgnine, Patty Duke As- 
tin. Vpra Miles, Alex Cord and Ty Hardin. 


"Once those flames got going, there was nothing 


that could stop them. The film had to be shot and 
sometimes those flames got dangerously close. The 
biggest trick of all was keeping the people on the set 
from getting hurt," Allen smd. 


Every member of the cast suffered at least one 


minor injury. The biggest loss during the 28-day 
filming was that of a 34.000 camera."That's when 
the camera man said 'the hell with it' and began 
running for his life," Ailtn saad. 


Like in all of his o'her disaster films, Allen centers 


his story around a small group of people. Each of 
them has a problem and is dealing with a crisis for 
which the major disaster offers a solution. Some die, 
some survive, some couples are reunited and others 
aren't. "It's a story about individuals and about 
life." Allen said. 


"We take an average guy in this film and give him 


the chance to rise in the midst of a crisis. The cow- 
ard saves another person's life. We see destruction 
and we see humanity," he said. 


AND. THAT'S WHAT makes his disaster films so 


popular. Allen said. "We are all sick in that we all 
like to see a disaster scene. But, each of us has a 
little Walter Mitty inside of us, too, that wants to be 
the hero and wants to save the life of another. We 
give the viewer both," he said. 


Disaster is definitely big business today in the fea- 


ture films and on television. A devastating plane 
crash, fire, tornado or capsized boat appeals in some 
way to everyone. 


The irony of the hypocrite who claims, "I don't 


watch that stuff." and covers his eyes with his hands 
just to peek out between his fingers at a disasterous 
site was evident on tele"isicn just last weekend. 


NBC was offering the viewing public the chance to 


learn more about surviving man-made and natural 
disasters in "The National Disaster Survival Test" 
Sunday night just about the same time ABC was 
airing the 1970 movie based on Arthur Hailey's nov- 
el, "Airport." 


What better way to spend the weekend than to 


watch a few hundred people in mid-air going ba- 
nanas and knowing you could survive such a trauma 
because your test score said so. 


DON'T WORRY IF you missed all the catast- 


rophes of last weekend. There are plenty more to 
come. 


"Fire!" will blaze through your front room Sunday 


with the box-office hit "Earthquake" to follow May 14 
at 7 p.m. on Channel 5. 


While Allen plans to release "Fire!" in theaters 


throughout the world ne.xt month after it is in-

troduced on television in America, he has more cine- 
matic calamity planned. 


"Swarm" is the terrifying story of the African kill- 


er bees expected to invada the United States in two 
or three years that will cost some $15 million to 
make. Allen also is working on a film called "The 
Day the World Ended," featuring $21 million worth 
of destruction by a tornado. 


TELEVISION FILMS in the works include one 


about a long bridge that begins to give away at both 
ends at the same time, a cable car accident in a 
large city where the cars are left hanging from the 
cable wires by a thread and the fictitious caving in 
of the Carlsbad Caverns. 


"I'm aware of my social responsibility to the pub- 


lic and the fact that people or children might get bad 
ideas from this picture. But, we put a lot of human- 
ity in these films and in a lot of ways we help to 
teach people how to cope with disaster," Allen said. 


"As for myself. Would you believe that I'm afraid 


to fly, hut I do it anyway," he said.

The Cubs tried to throw away an- 


other one to the Houston Astros at 
Wrigley Field Thursday, but this time 
Bruce Sutter wouldn't cooperate. 


Instead, Slitter got his fifth save of 


the year, entering in the eighth inning 
to protect an 8-7 lead for winning 
pitcher Hick Reuschel, now 4-1. Only 
yesterday Sutler, with help from the 
Cubs, turned a four-run lead into ab- 
ject defeat.

what seemed like three-iron shots into 
Ihe cenlerfield bleachers during a 
five-run seventh. Watson's shot made 
a hole-in-one in the centerfield con- 
cession stand. 


C u b manager Herman Franks 


brought in Reuschel's brother, Paul, 


who extricated himself from the sev- 
enth inning but got hung up in the 
eighth when catcher Joe" Ferguson 
belted another homer, this one a two- 
run shot into the seats in left-center. 


THAT MADE THE score 8-7 and 


Franks was beginning to curse the 
prevailing westerlies, which had been 
clocked at 18 MPH earlier in the day. 


"An 8-0 lead is nothing in this ball- 


park," said the Bruin manager with a 
mixture of awe and disgusl. "With the 
wind blowing like it was today, you 
can never relax. They came back 
with seven — it can give you a heart 
attack." 


Franks, who wanled to save Paul 


Reuschel so he could start him in to- 
day's game against Atlanta, then 


called on Sutler, another hurler he 
hadn't counted on speaking to Thurs- 
day. 


"Hermann called down to the bullpen 


and asked me how my arm was," 
said Sutler, still recovering from his 
three-plus-innings of work Wednesday.

Trillo, whose error led to the As-

This 
weekend in the Illinois Intercollegiate 
at Naperville, he plans to run both the 
5,000 and 10,000 meter events to test 
his ability to double in those gruelling 
races in the NCAA. 


Craig, you see, has never won an

Rono beat Virgin in cross-coun- 
try and pulled off what Craig calls "a 
fantastic distance double" 
in the 


NCAA Indoor. 


"There is no security in track at the 


national level," mused Virgin. "I 
thought I would move up progressive- 
ly in my four years here just as I did 
in high school. But who ever thought 
they'd bring in a 25-year-old freshman 


who was a world calss runner. I'm a 
lot stronger and better than I -was 
three years ago and I have the experi- 
ence of running in the Olympics, but 
it.doesn't get any easier at the NCAA 
level with all these foreigners coming 
in" 


Win or lose, he'll be the local hero 


four weeks from now. He provides the 
image that Illmoisans want in their 
university athletics program. And he 
doesn't have to finish No. 1 to project 
that image.

Crampton makes his million, leaves pro golf tour 


DALLAS (UPI) - Citing a growing 


desire to spend more time with his 
family and the fact that his game is 
not as good as it used to be, golfing 
m i l l i o n a i r e Bruce Crampton an- 
nounced his retirement from com- 
petition Thursday. 


Crampton, 42, the Australian native 


who has resided in Dallas for the past 
decade, chose the opening round of 
the Byron Nelson Golf Classic as the 
setting to step down from tournament 
golf. 


"Overall I would have to say just 


playing in the United States for all 
these years against the best golfers in 
the world has been the most wonder- 
ful thing that has happened to me,"

before he was through. 


C H A M P T O N ' S MAJOR dis- 


appointment through the years was 
his failure to capture a major title. He 
was runnerup in a major champion- 
ship on four occasions — twice in the 
PGA, once in the U.S. Open and once

in the Masters — and every time he 


was second to Jack Nicklaus. 


"It's about time I did the right thing 


and told all my friends and fans what 
I'm going to do," he said. "My prior- 
ities have changed. I have a wonder- 
ful wife, two wonderful boys (aged 8 
and 2) and I have not devoted enough 
time to them.

'It's a whole new life' 


One day, not so many years ago, 


network executive Bob Perez climbed 
off the commuter train in Old Green- 
wich and into the waiting station wag- 
on.

Bob Perez had not been bom into 


that button-down world of Madison 
Avenue and network spot sales and 
commuter timetables. He had been 
brought up on the same tennis courts 
near the L.A. Coliseum that Pancho 
Gonzales had. He had been raised in

Murray 


what the media now calls a "barrio." 
Dad had been a prize fighter. A good 
one, good enough to beat Fidel La- 
bara. His mother's family had emi- 
grated from Mexico after Pancho Vil- 
la, on one of his raids, had stripped 
the family textile fortune in Ctii- 
huahua. 


Bob came off the public courts to 


become captain of the USC tennis 
team in the 1964-50 era that twice won 
the NCAA team title. He was a te- 
nacious singles player and a member 
of the U.S. No. 2-ranked doubles team 
(with Bill Crosby). 


TURNING THE dock back to those 


years when he was the master of the 
deuce court in doubles nearly drove 
Bob Perez, now 52, back into his 
Brooks Bros, suit and two-martini 
lunches. "I was horrified. I was get- 
ting beat love-love by people who 
couldn't have warmed me up in the 
old days." 


Mrs. Perez, who had been Helen 


Pastall, twice winner of the presti- 
gious Pacific Southwest singles title 
and a world-class women's player, 
also set about to restring her career. 


Pretty soon, the volleys began to 


drop. So did the avoirdupois. Bob had 


his mixed doubles on the court instead 
of on the bar. He traveled to Salt 
Lake City for a senior tournament. He 
flushed out his old partner, Crosby, 
whom he had not even seen in 20 
years. The night after the finals he 
phoned his wife. "I won," he said in 
some wonderment, "I can't believe 
it," Helen was sympathetic. "It's all 
coming back to you," she soothed. 
"Doubles is hard to forget." "No 
no," the one-time El Puma told her. 
"I mean the singles! I won the sin- 
gles, too!" He paused. "It's a whole 
new life."

Consider color and form before planting 


Used by gardeners, the term "bed- 


ding" has nothing to do with sheets 
and pillow cases. According to author- 
ities at Bedding Plants Inc., the term 
originated with formal outdoor gar- 
dens where colorful plants were ar- 
ranged in seasonal patterns for sho- 
wy, striking effect. 


Modern home gardeners arrange 


bedding plants informally, but strive 
for the same bright effects. Bedding 
plants, started from seeds and grown 
to blooming size by professional grow- 
ers, allow home gardeners to achieve 
Instant gardening results, 
"in selecting bedding plants for a 
summer garden, the home gardener 
has broad choices as to color, form, 
height and texture. To insure pleasing 
color combinations follow the rules of 
a color wheel. Bed, yellow and blue 


are the primary colors, arranged at 
equal distances around the circle. Or- 
ange, green and violet are the secon- 
dary colors at the halfway points be- 
tween the primaries. 


Use warm colors — red, orange and 


yellow with intermediate hues in se- 
quence; and cool colors — blue, green 
and violet for contrast. A group of red 
salvia, for example, will show off an 
edging of violet alyssum. The salvia 
also will blend harmoniously with 
beds of scarlet zinnias, orange calen- 
dulas and yellow marigolds. Mari- 
golds, the last in the sequence of 
warm colors, would be set off hand- 
somely by crisp blue ageratum.

Lrave the foliage on spring flowers 


i.uch as hyacinths, narcissus, daffodils 
and tulips for as long as possible 
when flowers finish blooming says 
James A. Fizzell, University of Illi- 
nois Extension Horticulturist. 


Next year's bloom depends on the 


amount of food the green leaves can 
produce for storage in the bulb. When 
leaves are removed too soon, the 
number and size of the flowers the 
next year is often reduced. 


You can help keep the foliage green 


longer by occasionally watering the 
plants, especially those plants located 
close to foundations, in a uindy spot 
or under an overhang where moisture 
is limited. Adequate moisture should 
carry the foliage through to late June 
or early July. Cut off the foliage only 
after it has turned brown and dried 
up. 


Divide and replant your bulbs im- 


mediately after the foliage has dried 
up. Or dig the bulbs carefully and dry 
them for two or three days in a shady 
s.pot. Then store the bulbs in a cool, 
dry place until October or early No- 
vember and replant them in their new 
location. Unless you have the facilities 
for drying and storing bulbs properly, 
it is best to replant them immediately 
after dividing them. 


If a soil test shows low fertility, ap- 


ply bone meal to the bulbs during late 
summer or early fall when the roots 
begin to grow.

ting off tops using the cone to collar 
the still-required mulch. Climbers are 
not cut back in fall, but must be mul- 
ched.

Your grass can remain green and 


vigorously healthy only if its roots are 
in direct contact with moisture, said 
lawn specialists at Sears Lawn & Leaf 
service in Schaumburg. The impor- 
tance of water to a healthy and at- 
tractive lawn is underlined by the fact 
that 75 to 85 per cent of a healthy 
green grass plant's composition, by 
weight, is made up of water. 


Because water is lost continuously 


from your lawn soil by evaporation 
and 
transpiration 
(loss 
of water 


through the surfaces of grass blades), 
it must be renewed throughout the 
growing season at the minimum rate 
of one inch per week. 


To supply an inch of water to your 


lawn, usually takes a steady, all-day 
rain, or the typical lawn sprinkler 
must run at least two hours in one 
area. To determine a sprinkler's rate 
of delivery, set three or four flat-bot- 
tom, straight-sided cans at various 
distances from the sprinkler and cal- 
culate how much time it takes to fill 
them with one inch of water. 


L A R G E R-SIZE HOSES shorten 


sprinkling time. The inside diameter 
of your hose determines the amount 
of water that it will deliver in a given 
time. Since it takes 60 gallons of wa- 
ter to supply one inch of water to 100 
square feet of lawn, a Vi inch inside- 
diameter hose will take three times as 
long as a 3t inch inside diameter hose 
to supply that inch of water. 


With average water pressure of 50 


pounds per square inch, Sears experts 
tested three standard 
hose sizes. 


When the inside diameter of the water 
hose was lj inch, four hours were re- 
quired to supply a 3,000-square-foot 
lawn with one inch of water; sim- 
ilarly, 58 inch took two hours; ?.i 
inch, 1 hour. 20 minutes. 


In exceptionally hot, rainless peri- 


ods, in areas under 
shallow-rooted 


trees, such as maples, on south-facing 
slopes in full sun and in sandy soil 
with poor water-holding character- 
istics, 112 to 2 inches of water per 
week may be required to maintain a 
healthy, attractive lawn. 


Grass shows its need of water first 


by loss of resilience. When you press 
It down with your foot or walk across 
it. it doesn't spring back, and the out- 
line of your footprint remains in the 
grass. Usually, this lack of "spring- 
back" is also accompanied by a 
change in color from healthy, fresh 
green to an overcast or dull gray- 
green and sometimes a smoky blue. 
Ideally, your watering should have 
prevented this no-spring-back symp- 
tom, but there will be no permanent 
grass damage if you water heavily at 
this stage. 


WITH FEW EXCEPTIONS, 
the 


one inch of water per week should he 
your 
guide to effective watering 


throughout the growing season. Ex- 
cept for lawns growing in sandy soil 
that may require several waterings 


weekly, you should supply the full one 
inch of water in a single once-a-week 
soaking. Research has "shown that 
light watering daily or every other 
day has these disadvantages: It re- 
sults in greater total water use and 
cost, encourages shallot rooting and 
the resultant danger of severe drying- 
damage to roots, breeds shallot-rooted 
weeds, especially crab grass, presents 
conditions favorable to grass disease 
and fungus and causes greater soil 
compaction and build-up of salinity. 


If at all possible, lawn watering 


should be done between 9 a.m. and 3 
p.m. 
This permits the grass blades to 


absorb morning dew. The 3 p.m. wa- 
tering "curfew" permits the blades to 
dry before the evening dew. These pe- 
riods of drying help discourage grass 
fungus diseases. 


In the normal April-through-Septem- 


ber grass-growing season, rain prob- 
ably will provide half the lawn's wa- 
ter needs. Based on water rates of ap- 
proximately 50 to 75 cents per 1,000 
gallons, watering costs for the grow- 
ing season would amount to between 
$5.25 and $6.00 for each 1,000 square 
feet of lawn. 


Underground watering systems usu- 


ally must be supplemented by the use 
of portable sprinklers. Most such sys- 
tems supply less water to perimeter 
areas. Sprinkler heads may be poorly 
spaced and miss certain areas. Wind 
may affect the sprinkler pattern, and 
sprinkler heads often become clogged 
by rust particles and insect bodies, re- 
ducing coverage area. 


Portable sprinklers also can supply

strumental in the adoption of the new 
law — the first in the nation

They did practically everyting to- 


gether. The best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping.

Water rate 
to increase 
by 4.8% here 


Most residents of unincorporated 


Maine and Northfield townships will 
pay 4.8 per cent more for their water 
because of a water rate increase 
granted Domestic Utilities Co. Thurs- 
day by the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission. 


The Glenview utility was granted 


water rate increases ranging from 4.8 
per cent for the typical residential 
user to 28 per cent for large com- 
mercial users. 


The company, which serves more 


than 30,000 residents of North Cook 
County, also was granted sanitary 
sewer service rate increases ranging 
from 2.8 per cent for small users to 
28.3 per cent for large commercial 
users. 


The rate increases are the result of 


months of public hearings that began 
last June when the private utility firm 
first 
requested 
increases 
ranging 


from 9 per cent for small users to 45 
per cent for large commercial users.

Sanitary sewer 
service for this bracket rises 28.3 per 
cent, from $61.68 to $79.16 per month.

Warm 'ello 
for Carter 
in England 


LONDON (UPI) — A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world 
economic summit. 


Carter, traveling abroad for the 


first time as President, prepared to 
take center stage at the summit as 
the dominant figure, rather than as a 
freshman. 


Asked if he would have new propos- 


als to unveil at the seven-nation week- 
end summit, Carter replied, "Yes, we 
will have, but the revelation of them, 
will come later."

stepped into light rain at a remote 
and heavily guarded part of London's 
Heathrow airport for a brief but 
warm welcome from Prime Minister 
James Callaghan.

rope" and told him, "You are wel- 
come here as the representative of a 
country which we love." 


Carter set off from Washington pre- 


dicting the economic summit would 
achieve "a major step . . . forward in 
dealing with the world's problems.'' 


"I'll try to do a good job for you,'1 


Carter told a group assembled on the 
White House lawn as he departed for

Heathrow Airport. 


Traveling with the President were 


Sec. of State Cyrus Vance. Treasury 
Sec. Michael Blumenthal and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 


Centerpiece of the six-day trip, Car- 


ter's first overseas venture as Presi- 
dent, is a summit meeting in London 
Saturday and Sunday among the lead- 
ers of the United States, Britain, 
France, West Germany, Italy, Canada 
and Japan.

Th<3 board of education Tuesday decided parents of special edu- 


cation children should pay the same summer tuition cost as other 
district parents, but should not have to pay the entire cost of 
special education programs, operated by the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and privdfe facilities. 


Last summer, parents whose children took part in a special 


education or regular summer schoil program were charged $50 
tuition. 


Special education children also rsn participate in programs op- 


erated t'V private facilities and those sponsored by the Northwest 
Suburban Special Education Organisation, a cooperative serving 10 
local school districts. 


Depending on the program, tuition charges for special education 


students range from $100 to $295 a student for the summer session 
at private facilities and NSSEO-supervtecd buildings. 


The maximum cost to Dist. 26 fo<- special education classes this 


summer would be $5,952, but district officials expect the charge to 
be about $3,750, because not all of the district's 29 special educa- 
tion children will participate. 


District officials also expect tuition revenues to range between 


$1,054 and $1,798, depending on how many children enroll in a 
slimmer program. 


Dist. 26 receives almost full reimbursement for transporting 


children, so no fee will be charged for bus service.

International Harvester tractors, is to 
inventory their stock and assess the 
damages. Lewis said there has been 
no estimate of damage to the build- 
ing, but he knows he is out $75,000 in 
parts that were destroyed in the 
crash. 


"We have to reinventory every- 


thing," he said. "We'll keep only 
those parts that can be sold. A lot of 
time is involved." 


EVACUATION OF the Lewis build- 


ing went quickly as Wheeling police, 
Cook County Sheriff's police and the 
company's own safety crew responded 
to the emergency situation. Removal 
of the damaged aircraft was smooth 
and efficient. Lewis, however, closed 
his business for three days. 


The northeast portion of the build- 


ing demolished by the jet which was 
owned by Rockwell International, is 
still boarded up. Scraps of brick and 
aluminum material from the building 
are among the debris still littering the 
lawn. 


Reconstruction has not been com- 


pleted. Lewis said the Bohlin Building 
Corp., Mount Prospect, probably will 
be awarded the contract for the job 
sometime this month. 


"It will be constructed with the 


same materials," he said. "It will 
take about 60 days."

man. Mrs. Kloman could not be 
reached for comment. 


Braithwait said the new plan, which 


is still in the preliminary stage, in- 
cludes the following for the farm site: 


• A 4.5-acre site for a synagogue 


along Checker Road; 


• A four-acre site on the corner of 


Arlington Heights and Checker roads 
for a Lutheran church; 


• A six-acre site north of the 


church on Arlington Heights Road for 
an office building. 


• Seven acres which Mrs. Kloman 


will retain for her residence; 


• Construction of 43 single-family 


homes on the remaining 51.5 acres. 


"The over-all density is exactly in 


conformity with the over-all two-acre 
zoning in the area," Braithwait said. 


It was the zoning question that led 


Mrs. Kloman to take Long Grove to 
court in 1973, charging that the vil- 
lage's zoning ordinance was "arbi- 
trary, oppressive, prohibitory 
and 


confiscatory." 


THE VILLAGE HAD turned down a 


request to rezone the property so Mrs. 
Kloman could sell it to Levitt & Sons, 
which had planned to buiid 189 town- 
houses in 1973. 


A Lake County Circuit Court judge 


ruled against Mrs. Kloman, but the 
case is still being appealed, "Braith- 
wait said. 


The 43 single-family homes included 


in the new plan will be constructed by 
the Kennedy Co., Carol Stream and 
sell for a minimum of $115,000, said 
Robert Kennedy Sr. 


The synagogue is beging planned by 


the Temple Chai-Reform congregation 
which now holds services at the King- 
swood United Methodist Church, 401 
W. Dundee Rd. 


The congregation of about 260 fami- 


lies has been in existence for five 
years and is just beginning to plan for 
its new synagogue, said Rabbi Floyd 
Herman.

PALATINE FIRE Marshal Orville Helms has 
40 years of memories to recall in his career 


as a volunteer •fireman, chief and fire mar- 
shal in the village fire department. He has 


seen it grow from a 20-member volunteer 
fore oto a 40-member full-time staff. 


Fire marshal's memory 
filled with joy and grief 


by LUISA GINNETTI 


The pain of remembering still 


shows in Orville Helms eyes as he re- 
calls Feb. 23, 1973. The deaths of 
three young firemen is not something 
a sensitive man can forget, especially 
if he was their chief. 


In his 40 years of service on the 


Palatine fire department, the tire at 
the Ben Franklin store that day, 
which took the lives of those three vol- 
unteers, is Helms' saddest memory. 


After four years, the hurt has not 


subsided. 


"I DON'T LIKE TO open up old 


wounds." Helms said Thursday as he 
looked back on his four decade ca- 
reer. 


But as he lifts his head from his 


hands, Helms, 64, can put aside the 
grief and remember happier mo- 
ments, too, moments which began in 
May 1937 with 19 other volunteers and 
a horse-drawn pumper. 


Wesley Comfort, owner of W. R. 


Comfort and "Sons Lumber Yard, was 
Helm's first chief. 


"He used to furnish the horses to 


pull the pumper," the former chief 
and current village fire marshal said. 


When Helms joined the department, 


the requirements were far less strin- 
gent than today, he said. "I was inter- 
ested in it at the time and they 
needed men but it took two years be- 
fore I got accepted. It took a physical 
and the officers of the department 
screened me, but there was a waiting 
list." 


Helms said that while he was a vol- 


unteer firmean he used to drive a 
hearse for the Tharp Funeral Home in 
Palatine. He also drove the depart- 
ment's ambulance. 


"We used to raise our own money to 


buy our equipment and even pay for 
o u r 
buildings," Helms recalled. 


"When they built a new village hall 
(on Brockway Street), the fire depart- 
ment sked if they could tear down the 
old village hall on Slade Street. 


"The village board said yes and we 


did it and built a fire station there in 
1942 with money we raised from car- 
nivals and dances. In 1952 we built an 
addition to it," 


In May 1953 the department officers 


elected Helms chief, elevating him 
from his former position of deputy 
chief. He was appointed the depart- 
ment's first full-time chief and only 
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full-time fireman in June 1960 by the 
village board. 


HE REMAINED the lone full-time 


fireman until 1971 when William De- 
Pue and Joe Pannhausen were hired 
to assist him. But the big change 
came in 1975 when village voters ap- 
proved a referendum to start a full- 
time fire department. 


Helms sadd the impetus for a full- 


time department was brought about 
by the paramedic program, which the 
marshal says is the single greatest 
change in fire departments he has 
witnessed in his career. 


"It's the biggest thing that ever hit 


here and I don't know of any other 
organization that could do it like a 
fire department," he said. "It was too 
big for volunteers bcause it demands 
too much time." 


Helms said the paramedic program 


began in Palaine when he received a 
call from Janet Swettman, credited 
with starting the program in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"I think I was the first one she con- 


tacted. She went on and on, but I 
agreed to get in touch with the other 
departments and we got it started in 
1973," he said. 


"ALL THE VOLUNTEERS pitched 


in and we worked for eight hours on 
Sundays for 13 weeks with Dr. (Stan- 
ley) Zydlo (chief of emergency medi- 
cine at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal)." 


The referendum has changed the 


d e p a r t m e n t drastically from the 
horse-drawn pumper days Helms re- 
members. Today the department in- 
cludes 40 full-time, 
trained 
fire- 


fighters who are or soon will be para- 
medics. 


"It's a whole new ball game today," 


Helms said. "There's more training 
and schooling and education. Fire pre- 
vention is the big effort now."

gether. The best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping.

Warm 'ello 
for Carter 
in England 


LONDON (UPI) — A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world' 
economic summit.

come here as the representative of a 
country which we love." 


Carter set off from Washington pre-

"I'll try to do a good job for you." 


Carter told a group assembled on the 
White House lawn as he departed for 
the seven-hour 
flight to London's 


Heathrow Airport. 


Traveling with the President were

Sec. Michael Blumenthal and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 


Centerpiece of the six-day trip, Car- 


ter's first overseas venture as Presi- 
dent, is a summit meeting in London 
Saturday and Sunday among the lead- 
ers of the United States, Britain, 
France, West Germany, Italy, Canada 
and Japan.

, The FAA never has cited Pal-

The meeting with the FAA was re-

27 of a small business jet at the air- 
port in which four persons were in- 
jured. The plane's reverse thrusters 
failed, causing it to skid over the end 
of the runway and across Palatine 
Road, striking two cars and crashing 
into a building on Palatine Road.

Firm's employes fear new crash

The shock may be over but the fear 


of another accident lingers.

"Ther's nothing anybody can do,"

ning never strikes twice in the same 
spot." 


THE "FREAKY DEAL" was the 


April 27 plane crash in which a twin- 
engine Saberliner Jet skidded off the 
runway at Pal-Waukee Airport, hit 
two cars as it slid across Palatine 
Road and slammed into the Lewis In- 
ternational building.

They did practically everyting to- 


gether. 1*116 best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping.

Township bus 
plan for elderly 
to be expanded 


Even though Elk Grove Village is 


about to enter the business of trans- 
portation for the elderly, Elk Grove 
Township officials say they will pro- 
ceed with plans to expand their more 
expensive senior citizens' bus system. 


The village's new budget contains 


$15,000 to subsidize taxi fares for the 
elderly. When the subsidies begin lat- 
er this summer, senior citizens will 
pay 50 cents of the $1.50 charge for a 
trip within the village. 


That works out to a public cost of $1 


per rider, well below the $2.12 per 
passenger that the township paid last 
year for its bus service. 


FOR THE RIDER, the bus will be 


cheaper by 25 cents per trip but some- 
times less convenient because bus 
rides must be scheduled 24 hours in 
advance. 


Township officials say there is room 


for both types of transportation and 
are proceeding with plans to spend 
$15,000 to extend Wheeling Township's 
bus routes into Elk Grove Township. 
Except for special trips to shopping 
centers, township buses now stop at 
township boundaries. 


"That cooperative township system 


and taxi subsidies in the individual 
communities are going to be well used 
and welcomed by the seniors," Nita 
Stamm, 
township 
office manager, 


said. 


Mrs. Stamm and auditor Bernard 


Lee say taxi service has no impact on 
ridership.

Warm 'ello 
for Carter 
in England 


LONDON (UPI) — A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world 
economic summit.

first tine as President, prepared to 
take center stage at the summit as 
the dominant figure, rather than as a 
freshman. 


Asked if he would have new propos- 


als to unveil at the seven-nation week- 
end summit, Carter replied, "Yes, we 
will have, but the revelation of them 
will come later." 


S M I L I N G BROADLY, Carter 


stepped into light rain at a remote 
and heavily guarded part of London's 
Heathrow airport for a brief but 
warm welcome from Prime Minister 
James Callaghan. 


Callaghan greeted Carter "on be- 


half of this whole continent of Eu- 
rope" and told him, "You are wel- 
come here as the representative of a 
country which we love." 


Carter set off from Washington pre- 


dicting the economic summit would 
achieve "a major step . . . forward in 
dealing with the world's problems." 


"I'll try to do a good job for you," 


Carter told a group assembled on the 
White House lawn as he departed for 
the seven-hour 
flight to London's 


Heathrow Airport. 


Traveling with the President were 


Sec. of State Cyrus Vance, Treasury 
Sec. Michael' Blumenthal and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 


Centerpiece of the six-day trip, Car- 


ter's first overseas venture as Presi- 
dent, is a summit meeting in London 
Saturday and Sunday among the lead- 
ers of the United States, Britain, 
France, West Germany, Italy, Canada 
and Japan.

Dist. 59 officials urge 
$820,000 budget cuts 


Budget cuts ranging from eliminat- 


ing after-school activities to cutting 
the district's custodial staff by 15 per 
cent were proposed Thursday by the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 adminis- 
tration. 


The proposed $820,000 in cuts in the 


district's preliminary S16.5 million 
budget for 1977-78 were presented to 
the Dist. 59 Board of Education's 
budget and finance committee. 


"Right now we're looking at the to- 


tal 
education picture and asking 


where can we go from here without 
hurting the educational program," 
said Board Pres. Harold 
Harvey. 


"Sooner or later when you run out of 
money you have to make cuts." 


Proposed cuts in the district's edu- 


cation fund totaled $529,000 and in- 
cluded eliminating or requiring par- 
ents to pay for all after-school activi- 
ties, the lunch program, the band and 
orchestra. 


BUSINESS MC.R. ARTHUR Perry 


also suggested the district could save 
$100.000 by eliminating its free text- 
book program and requiring parents 
to pay for their children's books. That 
change, however, would require voter 
approval in a referendum, he said. 


B o a r d 
Pres. 
Harold 
Harvey 


stressed the board would not neces- 
sarily make all the cuts proposed by 
the administration and soon would 
have some suggestions of its own at 
lecture committee meetings. Dates 
for the meetings have not been set. 


"Right now we're looking at the to- 


tal educational picture and asking 
where we go from here without hurt- 
ing the educational program," he 
said. "Sooner or later when you run 
out of money you have to make cuts." 


In the transportation fund Al Law- 


son, 
administrator of business ser- 


vices, suggested the board could re- 
duce the number of after school activ- 
ity bus runs from 18 to five, ask that 
parents pay field trip and music trip 
transportation costs and eliminate 
transportation for the district's bi- 
cycle safety program. These mea- 
sures, and using the transportation 
fund's 
contingency monies, 
would 


save the district $42,928, he said. 


In the operations and maintenance 


funds, Lawson proposed a savings o£ 
$77,443 over the district's present 
budget. His cost savings proposal in- 
cluded cutting the district's custodial 


staff by 15 per cent, a reduction of 10 
custodians. 


Lawson noted, however, this reduc- 


tion in the custodial staff would re- 
duce the present standard of cleanli- 
ness in the schools as well as limit 
afterschool use of the buildings by 
residents. 


HARVEY LAST WEEK had sug- 


gested administrators look into the 
possibility of cutting the custodial 
staff by 15 per cent in light of projec- 
tions for a similar enrollment drop 
next year. 


While noting that Dist. 59 finances 


for next year do not look too bad, 
Harvey said the 1978-79 year would be 
disastrous if $1 million isn't trimmed 
from the $16.5 million proposed 1977-78 
budget. 


Lawson also suggested limiting ex- 


penditures to projects necessary to 
the health and safety of students and 
staff. These would amount to about 
$192,000. 


The proposed budget is essentially 


the same as the current budget and 
includes no increases for inflation or 
teacher salary raises which are yet to 
be negotiated.

Firm's employes fear new crash

Sure they're talking 
about it still but we like to think light- 
ning never strikes twice in the same 
spot." 


THE "FREAKY DEAL" was the 


April 27 plane crash in which a twin- 
engine Saberliner Jet skidded off the 
runway at Pal-Waukee Airport, hit 
two cars as it slid across Palatine 
Road and slammed into the Lewis In- 
ternational building.

Mary's friends remember 


They did practically everyting to- 


gether. The best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping. 


They were • a tightly-knit group of 


teen-age girls, the kind who were in- 
volved in a lot of activities at Pros- 
pect High School, the kind who told 
each other "anything and every- 
thing." 


Their voices trembled and they held 


back the tears as they tried to talk 
about their friend who died Thursday 
— Mary Sue Winkelhake, 16, of 1104 
Milburn Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"There's so much to say," said Sue 


Gallet, a best friend of Mary Sue's 
since fourth grade. They were mem- 
bers of the Rhythmettes pompon 
squad. 


"WE WENT PRACTICALLY every- 


where together. We told everything to 
each other. There were lots of times 
we'd just sit around and talk. I don't 
know why it happened. It was a 
freaky accident." 


That's what they all said, her many 


friends at Prospect — it was a freaky 
thing, made even more unusual be- 
cause riding on the hood of a car was 
not the kind of thing anyone expected 
Mary Sue to do. 


She and two friends were riding on 


the hood of a car late Tuesday in the 
Prospect High parking lot when Mary 
fell off the hood and hit her head. 


Suffering from extensive brain dam- 


age, she was taken to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital, Arlington Heights. 
Tests showed no brain activity. Half 
an hour after she arrived at the hospi- 


3rd fire station 
to be built in 
industrial park 


Schaumburg officials have selected 


a three-quarter acre lot in the Centex- 
Schaumburg Industrial Park as the 
site of the village's third fire station. 


The property, at the northeast cor- 


ner of Wright Boulevard and Lunt Av- 
enue, was donated to the village in 
1972 by Chicago philanthropist Jack 
M. Pritzker. 


Pritzker is a partner with Bennett 


and Kahnweiler Associates, Chicago, 
in the industrial park and several oth- 
er Sehaumburg ventures. 


Trustee Roy D. Zemack said the vil- 


lage fire and police committee has 
voted to recommend that the village 
board approve the site so plans can be 
prepared for a 10,000-to 12,000-square- 
foot fire station. Zemack is chairman 
of the committee. 


He said the committee proposal will 


be presented 
at the village board 


meeting at 8 p.m. Tuesday in the 
Schaumburg 
Civic Center, 
101 S. 


Schaumburg Ct. 


Village officials have estimated the 


new station will cost between $600,000 
and 5700,000 and have earmarked 
$240.381 of federal revenue-sharing 
money to help pay for the building. 


Zemack said he is "hopeful" the 


building project can be started later 
this year and will be completed by 
"early 1978 or sooner." 


THE NEW FIRE station will pro- 


vide added protection to the southwest 
area of the village which includes sev- 
eral new residential areas as well as 
the industrial park and Schaumburg 
Airport, Irving Park Road and Wright 
Blvd.

Warm 'ello 
for Carter 
in England 


LONDON (UPI) — A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world 
economic summit. 


Carter, traveling abroad for the 


first time as President, prepared to 
take center stage at the summit as 
the dominant figure, rather than as a 
freshman. 


Asked if he would have new propos- 


als to unveil at the seven-nation week- 
end summit, Carter replied, "Yes, we 
will have, but the revelation of them 
will come later." 


S M I L I N G BROADLY. Carter 


stepped into light rain at a remote 
and heavily guarded part of London's 
Heathrow airport 
for a brief but 


warm welcome from Prime Minister 
James Callaghan. 


Callaghan greeted Carter "on be- 


half of this whole continent of Eu- 
rope" and told him, "You are wel- 
come here as the representative of a 
country which we love.': 


Carter set off from Washington pre- 


dicting the economic summit would 
achieve "a major step . . . forward in 
dealing with the world's^ problems." 


"I'll try to do a good job for you," 


Carter told a group assembled on the 
White House lawn as he departed for 
the seven-hour 
flight to 
London's 


Heathrow Airport. 


Traveling with the President were 


Sec. of State Cyrus Vance, Treasury 
Sec. Michael Blumenthal and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 


Centerpiece of the six-day trip, Car- 


ter's first overseas venture as Presi- 
dent, is a summit meeting in London 
Saturday and Sunday among the lead- 
ers of the United States, Britain, 
France. West Germany, Italy. Canada 
and Japan. 


Nixon-Frost interview draws record WGN rating 


WGN-TV, Channel 9, received the 


highest ratings in its history Wednes- 
day night when it aired the first of 
four no-minute interviews between Da- 
vid Frost and former President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon.

53 per cent of the viewing audience in 
Los Angeles and ended up with 47 
per cent. The interview began with 44 
per cent of the viewing audience in 


New York which increased to 47 per 
cent of the viewing audience. 


WGN officials said they expect the 


remaining three segments of the Nix- 
on interviews to do well in the ratings, 
although they will deal with the less 
controversial aspects of Nixon's politi- 
cal career including foreign affairs.

With about half the required safety 


repairs made, Hoffman Estates Boys' 
Club officials say they hope to be able 
to reopen their headquarters Wednes- 
day. 


The club barn is to be reinspected 


Tuesday. If repairs are found to be 
satisfactory, the facility will reopen. 
It was closed by a building inspector's 
ruling April 27. 


Meanwhile, the turnout at tempora- 


ry facilities at Vogelei Barn, 650 W. 
Hlggins Rd., provided by the Hoffman 
Estates Park District has been poor, 
and a state Boys' Club track meet 
scheduled for Hoffman Estates May 
14 has been cancelled. 


DAVID NOKRIS, executive director 


of the club, said the meet had to be 
cancelled now because the invited 
groups needed at least a week's no- 
tice. 


"It just wouldn't be fair to the other 


clubs," Norris said. "This (cancella- 
tion) will jeopardize whether we get 
another state track meet again, and 
that's a shame." 


However, Norris did not criticize 


village officials for closing the club 
barn saying instead, that "in a way, 
the village was very smart." 


The village rents the barn, 161 Illi- 


nois Blvd., to the club for $1 per year, 
and the lease makes the club respon- 
sible for maintenance of the building. 
A building inspector went through the 
facility last month before village ex- 
tension of the lease and found a num- 
ber of electrical and plumbing code 
violations. 


NORRIS SAID Thursday that the 


barn had to be closed while some of 
the repairs to the electrical system 
were made because "we did have 
some hazards." Some other repairs, 
however, could have been made with-

out closing the club, he said. 


He attributed much of the cause of 


the organization's failure to keep the 
electrical and plumbing systems up to 
standards to a change in club direc- 
tors last summer. 


The village had sent inspection re- 


ports to the previous director, Norris 
said, but Norris was unaware of the 
reports when he became director be- 
cause his predecessor took most of 
the files when he left. 


"I had no idea what violations there 


were," Norris said. 


Members of the club's board and 


other volunteers have been repairing 
the building since last weekend, Ner- 
ds said, and "50 to 60 per cent of the 
work has been completed 


HE SAID CLUB officials hope to 


complete the repairs this weekend. 


The volunteers have done some 


work on electrical wiring, replaced all 
defective wall outlets, repaired all 
ceiling, door and plumbing violations 
and restored the fire escape, he said. 


Work still to be done includes hook- 


ing up additional electrical outlets, 
completing the electrical wiring and 
installing ventillation fans and "panic

No summer school classes will be

SCHAIBLE SAID the board will 


consider summer school this year for 
special education 
students at no 


charge. 


The decision whether to hold the 


special education program will be 
based on enrollment and the amount 
of state financing the district could re- 
ceive for the courses, he said. 


With 350 students participating, 


costs for transportation, teachers and 
other staff would be $60,648, Schaible 
said. 


In other business the architectural 


firm of Orput Associates, Inc , Skokie, 
was awarded a contract to design a 
school in the Sheffield Estates area in 


Schaumburg. The firm's fee will be 6 
per cent of the school's cost. 


William Peterson of the firm told 


the board the plans would include sev- 
eral energy conservation measures. 


The business and administration 


committee had discussed six alterna- 
tive heating and insulation systems 
with the architect as ways to save 
energy, committee chairman Dennis 
Watts said. 


These alternatives include using 


forced air or hot water heat, recircu- 
lating body heat, and insulating out- 
side walls. 


THE NEW SCHOOL will be con- 


structed on a site on Walnut Lane, in 
the subdivision north of Schaumburg 
Road and east of Barrington Road. 


The building is expected to be com- 


pleted by September 1978 


Eesidents approved funds for the

endum. 


According to the contract, the Orput 


firm will have the option to redraw a 
plan at no extra cost to Dist. 54 if bids 
come in too high. If the plans are not 
redrawn, Dist. 54 will not have to pay 
the architect's fee.

nied an appeal by a former policeman 
who was fired last year by the 
Schaumburg fire and police commis- 
sion.

Doyle said the former probationary 
patrolman will ask the Illinois Su- 
preme Court to rule on his dismissal. 


Doyle contends he was denied a

IN JULY, Cook County Circuit 


Court Judge Arthur Dunne ruled that 
a probationary patrolman did not 
need to have a hearing before being 
fired. 


An appellate court opinion said "in 


Illinois a probationary officer has no 
right to a pretermination hearing." 


Schaumburg police serve a one-year 


probationary period after being hired. 
Doyle had served 11 months and one 
week when he was dismissed by the 
commission at the request of Police 
Chief Martin J. Conroy. 


In an October 1975 letter to the com- 


mission, Conroy asked for Doyle's dis- 
missal because of "insubordination,

They did practically everyting to- 


gether. The best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping,

Recognition 
of Teamsters 
left to officials

Now that Rolling Meadows' new 


city manager and four newly elected 
aldermen have begun their jobs, the 
city will have to decide whether to 
recognize 
the International Broth- 


erhood 
of Teamsters, 
Chauffeurs, 


Warehousemen and Helpers as the of- 
ficial bargaining agent for the city's 
policemen and firefighters. 


The employes voted to join the 


Teamsters Union in February, but 
city officials waitd until the outcome 
of the April 19 election and then for 
the new manager to begin work on 
May 2. 


New city Mgr. Thomas Palmer says 


he has not discussed the issue with 
anyone and refused to comment fur- 
ther. However, several aldermen have 
hinted what response the workers can 
expect from the council. 


MOST 
ALDERMEN 
agree 
they 


would prefer to keep the Teamsters 
out of Rolling Meadows, and several 
are optimistic that the employes can 
be talked out of their desire to join 
the union. A few aldermen said they 
do not believe the workers really want 
to join, and that if (he city listens, 
they will change their minds. 


One alderman said he would not 


meet with union officials "under any 
circumstances." Others say that if the 
employes are determined to join, they 
will support them or at least consider 
it. 


The patrolmen and firefighters first 


met with union officials in February 
after waiting nine months for $130,000 
in raises granted to approximately 
100 of the city's 135 employes. The 


raises represent 80 per cent of what a 
job survey recommended. 


Several aldermen are talking about 


ironing things out with the employes 
so union members will not be neces- 
sary. But none has said that the city 
should consider establishing a new 
pay scale. 


ALD. WILLIAM AHRENS, 2nd, said 


he does not blame the workers for 
wanting to join the union because "we 
made them wait and that's the worst 
thing you can do to your employes." 


But Ahrens said he is confident that 


the workers don't really want to join 
and that Palmer will be able to 
straighten things out, 


"We've got a professional up there 


now," he said. "I think he can handle 
it." 


Ahrens said if the employes still 


want to join the union, he will vote for 
recognition. 


NEWLY ELECTED Aid. Billy K. 


McMinn says he will vote for recogni- 
tion "as a last resort." But he also 
believes the employes really do not 
want to join and are using the union 
as leverage. 


"I have talked to many employes 


and I don't really see a strong desire 
to join." McMinn said. 


But William Hogan Jr., president of 


T e a m s t e r s Local 714 disagrees. 
"These guys are sincere," he said. 
"They are more determined than 
ever." 


Hogan first approached the city in 


March when he wrote a letter to then 
acting City Mgr. Charles Green re- 
questing a meeting of union and city 
officials. He received no response. Ho-

Warm 'ello 
for Carter 
in England 


LONDON (UPI) - A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world 
economic summit. 


Carter, traveling abroad for the 


first time as President, prepared to 
take center stage at the summit as 
the dominant figure, rather than as a 
freshman. 


Asked if he would have new propos- 


als to unveil at the seven-nation week- 
end summit, Carter replied, "Yes, we 
will have, but the revelation of them 
will come later." 


S M I L I N G BROADLY, Carter 


stepped into light rain at a remote 
and heavily guarded part of London's 
Heathrow airport for a brief but 
warm welcome from Prime Minister 
James Callaghan. 


Callaghan greeted Carter "on be- 


half of this whole continent of Eu- 
rope" and told him, "You are wel- 
come here as the representative of a 
country which we love." 


Carter set off from Washington pre- 


dicting the economic summit would 
achieve "a major step . . . forward in 
dealing with the world's problems." 


"I'll try to do a good job for you," 


Carter told a group assembled on the 
White House lawn as he departed for 
the seven-hour flight to London's 
Heathrow Airport. 


Traveling with the President were 


Sec. of State Cyrus Vance, Treasury 
Sec. Michael Blumenthal and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 


Centerpiece of the six-day trip, Car- 


ter's first overseas venture as Presi- 
dent, is a summit meeting in London 
Saturday and Sunday among the lead- 
ers of the United States, Britain, 
France, West Germany. Italy, Canada 
and Japan. 


Nixon-Frost interview draws record WGN rating 


WGN-TV, Channel 9, received the

The interview started out attracting 


53 per cent of the viewing audience in 
Los Angeles and ended up with 47 
per cent. The interview began with 44 
per cent of the viewing audience in 


New York which increased to 47 per 
cent of the viewing audience. 


WGN officials said they expect the 


remaining three segments of the Nix- 
on interviews to do well in the ratings, 
although they will deal with the less 
controversial aspects of Nixon's politi- 
cal career including foreign affairs.

fireman until 1971 when William De- 
Pue and Joe Pannhausen were hued

by the paramedic program, which the 
marshal says is the single greatest

Even though Elk Giove Village is 


about to enter the business of trans- 
portation for the elderly, Elk Grove 
Township officials say they will pro- 
ceed with plans to expand their more 
expensive senior citizens' bus system 


The village's new budget contains 


$15,000 to subsidize taxi fares for the 
elderly When the subsidies begin lat- 
er this summer, senior citizens will 
pay 50 cents of the $1 50 charge for a 
trip within the village 


That works out to a public cost of $1 


per rider, well below the $212 per 
passenger that the township paid last 
year for its bus service 


FOR THE RIDER, the bus will be 


cheaper by 25 cents per trip but some 
times less convenient because bus 
udes must be scheduled 24 hours in 
advance 


Township officials say there is room 


for both types of transportation and 
are proceeding with plans to spend 
$15,000 to extend Wheeling Township s 
bus icutes into Elk Grove Township 
Except for special tups to shopping 
centers, township buses now stop at 
township boundaries 


"That cooperative township system 


and taxi subsidies in the individual 
communities are going to be well used

many passengers are

Mary's friends remember 


They did practically everyting to- 


gether. The best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping. 


They were a tightly-knit group of 


teen-age girls, the kind who were in- 
volved in a lot of activities at Pros- 
pect High School, the kind who told 
each other "anything and every- 
thing." 


Their voices trembled and they held 


back the tears as they tried to talk 
about their friend who died Thursday 
- Mary Sue Winkelhake, 16, of 1104 
Milburn Ave., Mount Prospect. 


"There's so much to say," said Sue 


Gallet, a best friend of Mary Sue's 
since fourth grade. They were mem- 
bers of the Rhythmettes pompon 
squad, 


"WE WENT PRACTICALLY every- 


where together. We told everything to 
each other. There were lots of times 
we'd just sit around and talk. I don't 
know why it happened. It was a 
freaky accident." 


That's what they all said, her many 


friends at Prospect — it was a freaky 
thing, made even more unusual be- 
cause riding on the hood of a car was 
not the kind of thing anyone expected 
Mary Sue to do. 


She and two friends were riding on 


the hood of a car late Tuesday in the 
Prospect High parking lot when Mary 
fell off the hood and hit her head. 


Suffering from extensive brain dam- 


age, she was taken to Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital, Arlington Heights. 
Tests showed no brain activity. Half 
an hour after she arrived at the hospi-

tal, she was declared clinically dead. 
A respirator kept Mary Sue alive 
physically un^l Thursday afternoon 
when it was turned off. 


Donna Larson, the driver who police

"WE NEVER FOUGHT. We always 


had a good time together. And we 
were always together. If somebody 
had an idea, we all did it. Not just one 
or two of us," Donna said.

There's no commitment to 
that. In the future we will attempt to 
construct that." 


THE 10-ACRE PARCEL is located 


on the southern portion of the 40-acre 
site known as the Koop's property. 


A target date of June 1, 1978, has 


been set for completion of the devel- 
opment. The apartment complex will 
include 45 separate buildings around a 
10-acre lake. 


The twc-and three-story buildings 


will include one-, two-and three-bed- 
room apartments. Jack G. Dougherty, 
director of marketing for the Trans- 
continental project, said the first 
apartments will open in August 1977

LONDON (UPI) — A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world 
economic summit. 


Carter, traveling abroad for the 


first time as President, prepared to 
take center stage at the summit as 
the dominant figure, rather than as a 
freshman. 


Asked if he would have new propos- 


als to unveil at the seven-nation week- 
end summit, Carter replied. "Yes, we 
will have, but the revelation of them 
will come later."

and heavily guarded part of London's 
Heathrow airport for a brief but 
warm welcome from Prime Minister 
James Callaghan.

cent drop in vandalism in that suburb, 
Thomas Creighton, youth director of 
Deerfield, said during a talk at the 
First Church of Christ, Scientists, Ar- 
lington Heights. 


"All kids, I think everyone would 


agree, want a sense of discipline and 
order. They want1 it, they need it, and 
they know it," Creighton said during 
the program for church members 
from.

The event was cosponsored by 'the 


Youth Committees of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist in Arlington Heights 
and Palatine. 


Creighton said since Deerfield start- 


ed its program, bicycle thefts dropped

The "Deerfield plan" includes a 


youth program with outdoor activities 
for youths, a youth drop-in center and 
a voluntary youth court in which first 
or second offenders go before juries of 
their peers for hearings on offenses.

Fire marshal recalls joy, grief

The 
pain of remembering still 


shows In Orville Helms eyes as he re- 
calls Feb. 23. 1973. The deaths of 
three young firemen is not something 
a sensitive man can forget, especially1 


if he was their chief. 


In his 40 years of service on the 


Palatine (ire department, the fire at 
the Ben Franklin store that day, 
which took the lives of those three vol- 
unteers, is Helms' saddest memory. 


After four years, the hurt has not 


subsided. 


"I DON'T LIKE TO open up old 


wounds," Helms said Thursday as he 
looked back on his four decade ca- 
reer. 


But as he lifts his head from his 


hands. Helms. 64, can put aside the 
grief and remember happier mo- 
ments, too. moments which began in 
May 1937 with 19 other volunteers and 
a horse-drawn pumper. 


Wesley Comfort, owner of W. R. 


Comfort and Sons Lumber Yard, was 
Helm's first chief. 


"He used to furnish the horses to 


pull the pumper." the former chief 
and current village fire marshal said. 


When Helms joined the department, 


the requirements were far less strin- 
gent than today, he said. "I was inter- 
ested in it at the time and they 
needed men but it took two years be- 
fore I got accepted. It took a physical 
and the officers of the department 
screened me. but there was a waiting 


list." 


Helms said that while he was a vol- 


unteer firmean he used to drive a 
hearse for the Tharp Funeral Home in 
Palatine. He also drove the depart- 
ment's ambulance. 


"We used to raise our own money to 


buy our equipment and even pay for 
our 
buildings," 
Helms 
recalled. 


"When they built a new village hall 
(on Brockway Street), the fire depart- 
ment sked if they could tear down the 
old village hall on Slade Street. 


"The village board said yes and we 


did it and built a fire station there in 
1942 with money we raised from car- 
nivals and dances. In 1952 we built an 
addition to it." 


In May 1953 the department officers 


elected Helms chief, elevating him 
from his former position of deputy 
chief. He was appointed the depart- 
ment's first full-time chief and only 
full-time fireman in June 1960 by the 
village board. 


HE REMAINED the lone full-time 


fireman until 1971 when William De- 
Pue and Joe Pannhausen were hired 
to assist him. But the big change 
came in 1975 when village voters ap- 
proved a referendum to start a full- 
time fire department. 


Helms said the impetus for a full- 


time department was brought about 
by the paramedic program, which the 
marshal says is the single greatest 
change in fire departments he has 
witnessed in his career. 


"It's the biggest thing that ever hit 


here and I don't know of any other 
organization that could do it like a 
fire department," he said. "It was too 
big for volunteers bcause it demands- 
too much time." 


Helms said the paramedic program 


began in Palaine when he received a 
call from Janet Swettman, credited 
with starting the program in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"I think I was the first one she con- 


tacted. She went on and on, but I 
agreed to get in touch with the other 
departments and we got it started in 
1973," he said. 


"ALL 
THE VOLUNTEERS pitched . 


in and we worked for eight hours on 
Sundays for 13 weeks with Dr. (Stan- 
ley) Zydlo (chief of emergency medi- 
cine at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal)." 


The referendum has changed the 


d e p a r t m e n t drastically from the 
horse-drawn pumper days Helms re- 
members. Today the department in- 
cludes 
40 full-time, trained 
fire- 


fighters who are or soon will be para- 
medics. 


"It's a whole new ball game today," 


Helms said. "There's more training 
and schooling and education. Fire pre- 
vention is the big effort now." 


Since his appointment as fire mar- 


shal in 1975, Helms has been removed 
from the day-to-day operations ot the 
department, a situation he finds easy 
to accept as he advances in years. 


"I used to go on all the fire calls but 


not anymore," he said. 
'The chief 


(Harvey Carothers) has taken a big 
load off me. Most of my job now is 
administrative but you need someone 
to take care of those things because 
we have a big budget." 


Helms said he is contemplating re- 


tirement, but he has not made up his 
mind when he will turn in his mar- 
shall's badge. "I miss not going to all 
the fire calls but you learn to relax 
yourself," he said. "It won't be too 
hard to retire."

12 full-time firefighters hired 


Palatine has hired 12 additional 


firefighters bnnging to 40 the number 
of full-time members of the 2-year-old 
department. 


The last eight men were sworn in 


this week and now face eight weeks of 
training in firefighting and paramedic 
techniques. 


The hiring means the department 


has reached the limit 
established 


when the referendum creating the 
full-time department was passed in 
1975. Fire Marshal Orville Helms said 
he expects the number'of 
full-time 


men needed to serve the department 
to increase to 60 by 1980. 


THE 
12 NEW firefighters will be 


stationed at the newly remodeled 
Slade Street fire station, which is 
scheduled to be completed and ready 
for use June 14. 


The men will work in three shifts 


with four firefighters to a shift. Helms 
said the Slade Street station will be 


equipped with two engines, a tanker 
and an ambulance. 


Slade Street will be the village's 


second fully equipped fire station, 
joining the Colfax Street fire station. 
Helms said when the village moves to 
build two new stations, the additional 
20 full-time men will be needed. 


THE VILLAGE board, during budg- 


et sessions earlier this year, tabled 
until November discussion of a pos- 
sible third fire station in the northern 
area. Trustees said they will review 
the proposal at the mid-year budget 
review session when they will have a 
better idea of village revenues. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig esti- 


mated the cost of building a third sta- 
tion at $425,000, including land pur- 
chase. He suggested the station be 
built on Dundee Road between Staples 
and Quentin roads. 


Helms said there is a serious need 


for a station in the north area and he 


would like to see a commitment to 
build it by next year. 


He said he hopes the village board 


also will agree to build a fourth sta- 
tion in the southern area by 1980. If 
both the north and south stations are 
built, Helms said the village can 
abandon the Slade Street station.

They did practically everyting to- 


gether, The best of friends, they 
loved to take the train into the city 
and walk around, go to the beach and 
go shopping. 


They were a tightly-knit group of 


teen-age girls, the kind who were in- 
volved in a lot of activities at Pros- 
pect High School, the kind who told 
each other "anything and every- 
thing." 


Their voices trembled and they held 


back the tears as they tried to talk

— Mary Sue Winkelhake, 16, of 1104

"There's so much to say," said Sue 


Gallet, a best friend of Mary Sue's 
since fourth grade.

"WE WENT PRACTICALLY every-

There were lots of times 
we'd just sit around and talk. I don't 
know why it happened.

cause riding on the hood of a car was 
not the kind of thing anyone expected 
Mary Sue to do. 


She and two friends were riding on 


the hood of a car late Tuesday in the 
Prospect High parking lot when Mary 
fell off the hood and hit her head.

Budget cuts ranging from eliminat- 


ing after-school activities to cutting 
the district's custodial staff by 15 per 
cent were proposed Thursday by the 
Elk Grove Township Dist.

The proposed $820,000 in cuts in the 


district's preliminary $16.5 million 
budget for 1977-78 were presented to 
the Dist. 59 Board of Education's 
budget and finance committee. 


"Right now we're looking at the to- 


tal education picture and asking 
where can we go from here without 
hurting the educational program," 
said Board Pres. Harold Harvey. 
"Sooner or later when you run out of 
money you have to make cuts." 


Proposed cuts in the district's edu- 


cation fund totaled $529,000 and in- 
cluded eliminating or requiring par- 
ents to pay for all after-school activi- 
ties, the lunch program, the band and 
orchestra.

also suggested the district could save

LONDON (UPI) — A buoyant Pres- 


ident Carter arrived in London Thurs- 
day ready to offer new initiatives to 
old problems at this weekend's world 
economic summit. 
'Carter, traveling abroad for the 
first time as President, prepared to 
take center stage at the summit as 
the dominant figure, rather than as a 
freshman.

end summit, Carter replied, "Yes, we 
will have, but the revelation of them 
will come later."

come here as the representative of a 
country which we love." 


Carter set off from Washington pre-

"I'll try to do a good job for you." 


Carter told a group assembled on the 
White House lawn as he departed for 
the seven-hour flight to London's 
Heathrow Airport. 


Traveling with the President were

Sec. Michael Blumenthal and national 
security adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 


Centerpiece of the six-day trip. Car- 


ter's first overseas venture as Presi- 
dent, is a summit meeting in London 
Saturday and Sunday among the lead- 
ers of the United States, Britain, 
France.

April 27 plane crash in which a twin- 
engine Saberliner Jet skidded off the 
runway at Pal-Waukee Airport, hit 
two cars as it slid across Palatine 
Road and slammed into the Lewis In- 
ternational building. 


Four 
persons, 
including Richard 


Pankratz of Schaumburg, a Lewis 
employe, were injured. Pankratz, 22, 
Monday was released from Holy Fam- 
ily Hospital, Des Plaines, and is not 
expected to report to work for another 
week. 


"We'll just have to work around it," 


Lewis said of the temporary loss o£ 
one of his 19 employes, "Well have to 
wait and see if he wants to .come 
back."

company's own safety crew responded 
to the emergency situation. Removal 
of the damaged aircraft was smooth 
and efficient. Lewis, however, closed 
his business for three days. 


The northeast portion of the build- 


ing demolished by the jet which was 
owned by Rockwell International, is 
still boarded up. Scraps of brick and 
aluminum material from the building 
are among the debris still littering the 
lawn. 


Reconstruction has not been com- 


pleted. Lewis said the Bohlin Building 
Corp., Mount Prospect, probably will 
be awarded the contract for the job 
sometime this month. 


"It will be constructed with the 


same materials," he said. "It will 
take about 60 days."

Special education 
summer tuition $62 


A $82 tuition fee will be charged parents in River Trails Dist. 26 


whose children attend this summer's special education program, 
the same fee charged in the district's regular summer school 
program. 


The board of education Tuesday decided parents, of special edu- 


cation children should pay the same summer tuition cost, as other 
district parents, but should not have to pay the entire cost of 
special education programs, operated by the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization and private facilities. 


Last summer, parents whose children took part in a special 


education or regular summer school program were charged $50 
tuition. 


Special education children also nsn participate in programs op- 


erated t-y private facilities and those sponsored by the Northwest, 
Suburban Special Education Organization, a cooperative serving 10 
local school districts. 


Depending on the program, tuition charges for special education 


students range from $100 to $295 a student for the summer session 
at private facilities and NSSEO-supervteert buildings. 


The maximum cost to Dist. 26 for special education classes this 


summer would be $5,952, but district officials expect the charge to 
be about $3,750, because not all of the district's 29 special educa- 
tion children will participate. 


District officials also expect tuition revenues to range between 


$1,054 and $1,798, depending on how many children enroll in a 
summer program. 


Dist. 26 receives almost full reimbursement for transporting 


children, so no fee will be charged for bus service.

The speculation on Hendricks' polit-

NOW, NEARLY FOUR months lat- 


er, Hendricks, 1537 E. Emmerson Ln., 
wants to put those fourth and fifth 
hand rumors to rest. "Somehow the 
common public knows about this (his 
possible resignation)," he said. "Well, 
I'm serving notice to the public that I 
like what I'm doing, and am honored, 
with my background, to be represent- 
ing the 50,000 residents of Mount 
Prospect. I owe it to.the people based 
on how they flattered me in 1975." 


Hendricks, as an independent candi-

date for trustee two years ago, cap- 
tured the most votes in that election 
and led the way for the ouster of for- 
mer Mayor Robert D. Teichert's 
"people." He was first elected to the 
board for a two-year term in 1973 af- 
ter malting an unsuccessful attempt 
for a trustee seat in 1971. 


He contends his sweeping victory in 


1975 was a mandate from Mount Pros- 
pect voters and says he has "learned 
a lot" from his experience during his 
tenure on the village board. 


"Being elected at large, I have1 


"many friends throughout the entire 
Village of Mount Prospect," he said. 
"I have kept a low-keyed image and 
not emphasized my professionalism. I 
am the common man, the ordinary 
man. I love what I'm doing."
